Hospitals ill-equipped as doctors refuse to conduct abortions

Starting this Friday, 
women in Portugai wiii be 
abie to undergo voiuntary 
termination of 
pregnancies at 
government or private 
hospitais. However, oniy 
14 of the country’s 40 
state hospitais with 
obstetric services have 
requested a suppiy of the 
abortion inducing drug 
(Mifespristone) whiie a 
vast number of other 
venues are stiii awaiting 
the arrivai of equipment 
such as suction curettes. 



Coupled with lack of the nec- 
essary equipment to conduct vol- 
untary terminations, the over- 
whelming maj ority of Portuguese 
obstetricians are refusing to per- 
form abortions. Luis Gra 9 a, presi- 
dent of the Medical Order’s Ob- 
stetric College, has meanwhile 
confirmed that “Hospitals are not 
ready to start on 22“‘^ June”. 


In April, President Cavaco 
Silva signed a law permitting Por- 
tuguese women to opt for abor- 
tion through to the tenth week of 
pregnancy. 

The bill, proposed by the So- 
cialist government, was passedby 
parliament in March, bringing 
predominantly Roman Catholic 
Portugal into line with most of its 


European Union partners. 

Lawmakers acted after a refer- 
endum a month earlier had indi- 
cated a majority of Portuguese 
supported change of the coun- 
try’ s restrictive abortion law, de- 
spite strong opposition from the 
Catholic Church. 

Turnout for the referendumhad 
been insufficient to make the re- 


sults binding. 

Women’s rights activists say 
that as many as 1 0,000 women are 
hospitalised yearly in Portugal 
from botched, illegal abortions. 

Meanwhile, the National 
Health Service is set to see wait- 
ing lists soar as it stmggles to come 
to terms with the expected in- 
crease in demand for voluntary 


terminations of pregnancies 
(VTP) at state hospitals. 

Luis Garcia, who is also the 
chief of gynaecology and obstet- 
rics at Lisbon’s Santa Maria Hos- 
pital, told the D/drzo deNotkias,

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Lisbon’sNo.2 diplomat 
in East Africa to prep 
EU-AU summit 


Portugal’s state secretary for 
foreign affairs, Joao Gomes 
Cravinho, began a three- state 
East Africa tour on Wednesday 
for talks to prepare the Euro- 
pean Union- African Union sum- 
mit being staged in December in 
Lisbon during the upcoming 
Portuguese EU presidency, of- 
ficials said. 

Mr Cravinho would have 
meetings scheduled with Ugan- 
dan President Yoweri 
Museveni, President Jakaya 
Kikwete of Tanzania and Ken- 
yan counterpart Moses 
W etangula, a Lisbon government 
statement said. 

Besides the EU-AU summit 
set for December 8-9, Portugal’s 
No. 2 diplomat used these talks 
in East African capitals to discuss 
the “finalisation of an economic 
partnership accord between the 
EU and East Africa,” as well as 
regional issues affecting the 
Great Lakes region and the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Congo. 

The summit between Euro- 
pean and African leaders has 
been successively delayed due to 
rifts between the two blocs over 
the presence of controversial 
Zimbabwean President Robert 
Mugabe at the event. The EU 


imposed a travel ban on Mugabe 
and other senior Harare officials 
after the veteran Zimbabwean 
leader won elections in 2002, 
which observers said were rigged 
and tarnished by intimidation. 

On Monday, Portuguese For- 
eign Minister Luis Amado saidhe 
hoped Mugabe would not be 
coming to the EU-AU summit in 
December, as the presence of 
Zimbabwe ’ s head of state in Lis- 
bon would be a “factor of distur- 
bance.” 

But Portugal ’ s head of diplo- 
macy acknowledged the com- 
plexity of the Mugabe situation, 
noting that EU sanctions against 
Harare, renewed earlier this 
year, are a “matter of principle”, 
in the same way it is “the posi- 
tion for the AU that all heads of 
state should be invited.” 

Lisbon organized the inaugu- 
ral summit between the EU and 
the AU’s predecessor, the Or- 
ganization of African Unity, 
during Portugal’ s previous stew- 
ardship of Europe in 2000. A fol- 
low-up summit fixed for 2003 in 
Lisbon never took place due to 
disagreements over the pres- 
ence, or otherwise, of Zimba- 
bwe’s octogenarian leader.

Moscow is the world’s most 
expensive city for expatriates for 
the second consecutive year, ac- 
cording to the latest Cost of Liv- 
ing Survey from Mercer Human 
Resource Consulting. London is 
in second position, climbing 
three places since last year. Seoul 
moves down one place in the 
ranking to take third place, fol- 
lowed by Tokyo in 
fourth. Asuncion in Paraguay is 
the least expensive city for the 
fifth year running. 

With New York as the base 
city scoring 100 points, Moscow 
scores 134.4 and is over two-and- 
a-half times costlier than 
Asuncion, which has an index of 
50. Even so, the gap between the 
world’ s most and least expensive 
cities appears to be narrowing. 

Lisbon was awarded a rating of 
80.8 points by Mercer research- 
ers. Costly European cities in- 
clude Copenhagen in 6th place 
(110.2), Geneva in 7th (109.8) 
and Zurich in 9th (107.6). Oslo 
remains in 1 0th place with a score 
of 1 05 .8 while Milan climbs two 
places to position 1 1 
(104.4). Sofia in Bulgaria is Eu- 
rope’s least expensive city in 
1 08th place with a score of 72.5. 

Mercer’s survey covers 143 
cities across six continents and 
measures the comparative cost of 
over 200 items in each location, 
including housing, transport, 
food, clothing, household goods 
and entertainment. It is the 
world’s most comprehensive 
cost of living survey and is used 
to help multinational companies 
and governments determine com- 
pensation allowances for their 
expatriate employees. 

This study follows a recent 
report that showed Lisbon had 
risen six places in the latest rank- 
ing of quality of living in major 


cities. The Portuguese capital 
was placed in the top 50, at 
number 47, moving ahead of cit- 
ies such as New Y ork or Milan. 

The 2007 Worldwide Quality 
of Living Survey rated Lisbon as 
an “above average” city for the 
first time, giving it a score of 
100 . 1 . 

Scores are based on the qual- 
ity and availability of hospital 
and medical supplies and levels 
of air pollution and infectious 
diseases. The efficiency of waste 
removal and sewage systems, 
water potability and the presence 
ofharmful animals and insects are 
also taken into account. 

Zurich ranks as the world’s 
top city, with a rating of 108.1. 
The city narrowly out-ranks 
Geneva, which scores 108. Van- 
couver and V ienna follow in j oint 
third place and score 107.7. 

Cities in Europe and Australia 
continue to dominate the top end 
of the rankings for overall qual- 
ity of living. Auckland and 
Diisseldorf share) oint fifth place 
and score 107.3 points. Frank- 
furt and Munich follow with 
scores of 107.1 and 106.9 respec- 
tively. Bern and Sydney both 
score 1 06.5 points and share joint 
9th place. 

The analysis is based on an 
evaluation of 39 quality of living 
criteria for each city including po- 
litical, social, economic and envi- 
ronmental factors, personal safety 
and health, education, transport 
and other public services. 

Baghdad remains the world’ s 
least enticing city for expatriates 
with a score of 14.5. 

Other low-scoring cities for 
overall quality of living include 
Brazzaville in Congo (29.5), 
Bangui in the Central African 
Republic (30.6) and Khartoum in 
Sudan (31).

Hopes are that more than a hundred 
launches at 50 worldwide locations will 
this Friday (June 22"'^) see the release 
of 50 yellow helium balloons marking 
the 50*^ day since Madeleine McCann 
was taken. Her parents, Kate and Gerry 
will be leading the event in Praia da Luz 
at the main beach, with a launch taking 
place at 14h00. At least two other 
locations, Aveiro and Funchal, have 
confirmed their participation in the 
event. 


There is currently no indication that 
Portuguese authorities will take the 
unprecedented step of banning the 
controversial violent video game 
Manhunt 2. The game was this week 
prohibited by Britain and Ireland. 


Portuguese game lovers and 
visitors to the eountry will be 
able to purehase a violent game . 

Lisbon has to date failed to 
indieate that it would be fol- 
lowing the example set in the 
UK and Ireland, with stores 
here being allowed to plaee ver- 
sions of Manhunt 2 on their 
shelves. 

The game is set to go on sale 
in Portugal on Tuesday, July 
10 . 

Earlier this week, both Brit- 
ish Board of Film Classifiea- 
tion (BBF C) and the Irish F ilm 
Censors Offiee (IFCO) re- 
jeeted the game beeause of its 
brutal and explieit eontent. 

“A prohibition order has 
been made by IFCO in relation 
to the video game Manhunt 2,” 
said a statement posted on the 
Film Censor’s website. 

“IFCO reeognises that in 
eertain films, DVDs and video 
games, strong graphie violenee 
may be a justifiable element 


within the overall eontext of the 
work. 

“However, in the ease of 
Manhunt 2, IF CO believes that 
there is no sueh eontext, and the 
level of gross, unrelenting and 
gratuitous violenee is unaeeept- 
able.” The banning is the first 
oeeasion a video game has been 
prohibited in Ireland, and the 
first to be refused British elas- 
sifieation sinee 1997. 

BBF C direetor David Cooke 
said: “Rejeeting a workis a very 
serious aetion and one whieh we 
do not take lightly. 

“Where possible we try to 
eonsider cuts or, in the case of 
games, modifications which re- 
move the material which con- 
travenes the Board’ s published 
guidelines.” 

The original Manhunt game 
was given an 18 classification 
in 2003. 

Manhunt 2, for PS2 and 
Nintendo Wii consoles, is made 
by Rockstar Games.

Often considered one of 
the biggest benefactors 
of feiiow European 
Union member states’ 
cash, a recent study has 
found that Portugai is the 
country that contributes 
the highest percentage 
ofweaith to the 
European budget. 

With only 0.54 percent of 
all the wealth its generates 
going towards the European 
Union’ s budget, Britain is the 
country that provides the 
smallest percentage of its 
Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP) to the well-being of the 
European economy. 

Germany hands over 0.78 
percent of its GDP to Brus- 
sels for redistribution 
whereas neighbours Spain are 
among the biggest providers 
with a proportion of 0.93 per- 
cent, only 0.03 percent less 
than Portugal ’ s contribution. 
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Thousands of yellow balloons 
will be released all over the world 
this Friday. While Madeleine’s 
whereabouts have been un- 
known for more than seven 
weeks, perhaps this four year old 
girl will find some solace should 
she look up to the sky and see a 
yellow balloon of hope. 

According to Kate and Gerry, 
the objective of the event is sim- 
ple and is aimed to ensure 
Madeleine is not forgotten.

Sampaio unveils 
two-year plan to 
bring West and 
Islam closer 

UN High Representative for the Aiiiance of 
Civiiisations Jorge Sampaio, a former 
Portuguese president, has presented a two- 
year pian to bridge the divide between the 
Musiim worid and the West. 



Speaking to reporters after 
briefing UN Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon on the plans, Mr 
Sampaio said the initiative aimed 
to “build bridges between socie- 
ties, promoting dialogue, under- 
standing and forging political will 
to address the world’s imbal- 
ances, tensions and conflict 
sources.” 

At the heart of Alliance ’ s two- 
year programme will be media and 
education, explained Mr 
Sampaio, underscoring the grow- 
ing “group of friends” network of 
over 50 states and international 
organisations supporting the ini- 
tiative ’s actions. 


An international forum will be 
staged early 2008 in Spain to 
evaluate the Alliance’s efforts 
and define future areas of action, 
added the former Portuguese 
leader, and will become an annual 
event. The UN’ s Alliance of Civi- 
lisations was created in 2005 at 
the initiative of Spain and Turkey 
and UN chief Ban nominated Mr 
Sampaio as the body’s first en- 
voy in April this year. 

Mr Sampaio, 66, an ex-Social- 
ist two-term president from 
1996 to 2006 also serves as the 
UN’ s special envoy for the eradi- 
cation of tuberculosis.

Algarve scoured 
in health, safety 
and economic 
sweep 

Food and Economy Safety officials (ASAE) swept through 
the Algarve in a mega operation that targeted neariy 1 ,000 
commerciai venues and activities. The operation was 
aimed at reducing iiiegaiities and irreguiarities that affect 
the region. 


Eight hundred and eight-seven 
different businesses were tar- 
geted, from fishermen to beach- 
businesses, 29 of which were or- 
dered to close, mainly due to lack 
of hygiene. A brothel was also 
ordered to shut down. Two fac- 
tory-ships were also ordered to 
return to port immediately for 
lack of compliance with fishing 
regulations. 

Pedro Picciochi, ASAE vice- 
president, explained that it was 
not the Algarve ’ s precarious eco- 
nomic situation that triggered the 


mega-operation, but the fact that 
the operation was planned in 
phases, the first of which took 
place during the first two weeks 
of June, being allocated to the dis- 
trict of Faro. 

Amongst other merchandise 
seized during the sweep were tex- 
tiles, pirated CDs and DVDs, 
travel accessories, andfoodpro- 
duce, altogether worth an esti- 
mated 160,000 euros. A lack of 
menus in Portuguese was one of 
the biggest ASAE irregularities 
detected. 
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Portuguese President Cavaco Silva, 
who was on a visit to the United States 
this week, said an exhibition that 
opened in Washington on Wednesday 
illustrates Portugal as the pioneer of 
globalisation. 


“It is an exhibition that high- 
lights the aehievements and the 
voyages of Portuguese sailors in 
the 16* and 17* eenturies. It 
shows Portugal as the pioneer of 
globalisation and the first Euro- 
pean eountry to promote rela- 
tions between different peoples 
and eultures”, the President said 
in a statement published on the 
offieial presidential website. 

The Portuguese chief of state, 
after his visit to New Y ork, will 
move on to Boston, followed by 


visiting the Portuguese commu- 
nities of Fall Rover, New Bed- 
ford and Newark. 

On Wednesday, Mr Silva in- 
augurated an exhibition on Por- 
tugal entitled, “Encompassing 
the Globe”, which highlights the 
many feats of Portuguese ‘discov- 
erers’ dating back to the 15* cen- 
tury. 

The visit is unofficial and no 
meetings are scheduled with 
members of the White House or 
US administration. 


Various firms at 1st 
Luso-Brazilian biofuels 


meeting 

Firms from Portugal and 
Brazil are taking part in the first 
Luso-Brazilian Biofuels Meet- 
ing in the southern state of 
Parana, officials said this week. 

The meeting runs from 
Wednesday to this Saturday in 
the city of Curitiba, capital of 
Parana state, and brings to- 
gether CEOs from prominent 


construction and energy com- 
panies from the two 
Lusophone states, as well as 
Portugal’s ambassador to Bra- 
zil and the governor of Parana.

Still no sign of vanished German tourist 


There are no still clues as to 
the whereabouts of a 69-year- 
old German tourist who myste- 
riously vanished from Alcoutim 
last week despite nine days of ex- 
tensive searches. 

Numerous resources were 
used to find a trace of retiree Karl 
Kleine-Brockhoff, who was on 
holiday with his family in the 


Algarve and disappeared whilst 
walking a nine kilometres 
stretch between Balourcos and 
Alcoutim, en-route to a local 
arts and crafts fair. 

All efforts were made to find 
some explanation for the Ger- 
man’s disappearance, and in- 
cluded sniffer dogs, mounted 
police, maritime police who 


scoured the Guadiana river, Por- 
tuguese and Spanish civilian 
protection helicopter searches, 
equipped with infra-red sen- 
sors, and land searches by both 
Portuguese and Spanish offi- 
cials. 

So far the efforts have proved 
fruitless, and rumors of kidnap 
in similarity with the Madeleine 


McCann case are starting to get 
international media attention. 

Bank movements and phone 
calls from local public phone 
booths are being monitored. 

However, police have re- 
cently confirmed a “concrete 
clue” is currently being investi- 
gated and may provide signifi- 
cant results very soon. 


FM Amado sees 
increased costs for 
Portuguese presidency 


Foreign Minister Luis 
Amado has estimated 
Portugal will need an 
upward revision of 
between five million to ten 
million euros in its 51.5 
million euro budget to 
cover expenses with its 
upcoming European 
Union presidency. 


“We may need five million to 
ten million euros more”, Amado 
told journalists Monday after 
a meeting of EU foreign minis- 
ters in Luxembourg, adding that 
the “adjustment” was “not a 
very grave matter”.

The UN refugee ehief said af- 
ter a meeting in Lisbon with Por- 
tuguese Prime Minister Jose 
Soerates: “Fmeertain the Portu- 
guese EU presideney (from July 
1 ) will make a differenee, both in 
relation to immigration polieies 
and in questions relating to asy- 
lum.” 

Portugal’ s six-month steward- 
ship of the 27-state bloe will also 
result in “very signifieant 
progress in relation to human 
rights matters,” predieted Mr 
Guterres, a Soeialist government 


ehief in Portugal from 1995 to 

2002. 

Mr Guterres also praised leg- 
islation reeently enaeted by Por- 
tugal ’ s eentre-left government to 
widen aeeess to Portuguese na- 
tionality to immigrants bom in 
Portugal. 

UNHCR’s head also had 
seheduled eneouters with Portu- 
gal’ s President, Anibal Cavaeo 
Silva, and Lisbon’s interior and 
foreign ministers, Rui Pereira and 
Luis Amado,respeetively. TPN/

Portuguese Prime 
Minister Jose Socrates, 
warning that “faiiure” to 
reach agreement over a 
constitutionai treaty wouid 
“hurt Europe in aii 
domains”, has expressed 
confidence that a 
compromise wiii be found 
in the EU summit iaterthis 
week in Brusseis. 

“Not deeiding (on a eompro- 
mise) means a priee to be paid” 
and “Europe does not have all the 
time in the world to deeide”, Mr 
Socrates said in the Slovak capi- 
tal, where he met with leaders of 
the four-nation Visegrad Group 
to present Lisbon’s priorities for 
its upcoming EU presidency. 

The group gathers Slovakia, 
Czech Republic, Hungary and 
Poland. 

Polish Prime Minister 
JaroslawKaczynski, speaking at 
the same Bratislava news confer- 
ence, said Warsaw would not 
block a decision at the Thursday- 
Friday European Council meet- 
ing in Bmssels with a veto unless 
“exceptional reasons” arose. 

“We hope we won’t be forced 
to use our last recourse, the veto, 
and hope there will be an easily 
achieved compromise”, he said. 

Poland insists the proposed 
treaty enshrine a decision-mak- 
ing mechanism based on the 
square root of the populations of 
each EU member state rather than 
on the system agreed earlier for a 
so-called “double majority” of at 
least 55 percent of the states rep- 
resenting 65 percent of the bloc ’ s 
population. 

Mr Kaczynski said that if “to- 
tal accord” was not reached in 
Bmssels, discussions should con- 
tinue at the Intergovernmental 
Conference that will be convened 
by the Portuguese presidency. 

Mr Socrates underlined that it 
was “not only Poland” that must 
make efforts at compromise, say- 
ing the EU was “a union, not an 
alliance” and that all members had 
“equal value”. 

The Portuguese leader said 
Lisbon needed a “clear and pre- 
cise mandate” because it did not 
plan to call a conference to dis- 
cuss “everything” once again.

Immigration empowered to seize 
undeclared cash above € 1 Ok 



In a bid to crack down on money laundering and terrorist financing, the 
EU has passed a new iaw requiring traveiiers carrying iarge sums of 
money to divuige these to customs. Authorities now have the power to 
seize sums of €10,000 or more, if ieft undeciared, at EU border controi 
points. 


A 2002 commission report on 
cash movements revealed that 
in a six- month period between 
1999 and 2000 some €1.6bn 
worth of cash and other easily 
convertible assets (bonds, 
shares, traveller’s cheques) 
were transported into and out 
of the EU. While impossible to 


gauge the exact scale of money 
laundering this represents, the 
volumes are large enough to 
present a potential risk to the EU. 

Customs commissioner 
Laszlo Kovacs reassures those 
with justifiable reasons for car- 
rying large cash sums: “A single 
uncomplicated system of this 


type will be fairer to legitimate 
travellers, who will no longer be 
faced with control measures that 
vary depending on where they 
enter or leave the Community.”

Anglo-Portuguese 
winemakers strike gold 
in London 



A youthful Anglo-Portuguese partnership of British vineyard specialist 
David Booth and Portuguese winemaker Antonio Maganita of newly 
established boutique producer Pita Preta Vinhos have excelled in 
London by being awarded the Alentejo Trophy at the 2007 International 
Wine Challenge, one of the world’s most prestigious wine shows. 


Antonio crushed the grapes 
that made the gold medal winning 
wine PRETA 2004 on the night of 
his 25th birthday, probably mak- 
ing him the youngest Portuguese 
winemaker ever to be awarded 
such a top winemaking award. 

This trophy is added to the list 
of impressive achievements for 
2004 PRETA, which also struck 
gold at the Challenge Interna- 
tional du VinandLes Citadelles 
duVin in Bordeaux. In London 
Fita Preta Vinhos picked up a 
further two silver medals this 
year for its two other red wines 
SEXY 2005 and PRETA 2005 . 

Portugal distinguished itself 
by winning a total of 3 6 gold med- 
als (including ports and 
madeiras), finishing in 3rd place 
just behind leading producing 
countries France (44) and Aus- 
tralia (39). 

Respected British wine critic 
Jancis Robinson MW praised 
this as a “great achievement for a 
smaller wine-producing nation”. 

Such a positive result serves to 
highlight the quality of the unique 
wines of Portugal and their abil- 
ity to compete in competitive in- 
ternational wine markets. 


Antonio and David are typical 
of the young generation of Por- 
tuguese winemakers praised by 
the International Wine Challenge 
Chairman, Charles Metcalfe for 
raising the standard of Portu- 
guese wine. 

“They show they are inter- 
ested and want to learn, unlike the 
French, who think they know 
everything and do not travel”, Mr 
Metcalfe was quoted as telling the 
Lusa News Agency. 

“We are delighted to achieve 
this result in such a vigorously 
judged show,” said Antonio 
Ma9anita in a statement sent to 
The Portugal News. 

“PRETA just keeps getting 
better and better. I doubt that the 
2005 wine has yet reached its 
peak, which indicates that it has 
fantastic cellaring potential too”, 
he added. 

Meanwhile, viticulture expert 
David Booth explained: “Win- 
ning top medals for all our red 
wines shows we are maintaining 
consistently high standards. 

“Nothing is spared in our ef- 
forts to make great wines of great 
character, wines that reflect the 
region and our own philosophies 


and style. I’ve always said that 
80 per cent of good wine is made 
in the vineyards, and the quality 
of our Touriga Nacional, 
Cabernet Sauvignon and other red 
grapes from the dry 2005 vintage 
was outstanding. I am also very 
proud of the effort that each per- 
son on the team has made - their 
dedication has resulted in this 
success at the highest level”, he 
said. 

In what is billed as the world’ s 
largest blind tasting, this year 
9,358 wines were judged from 3 5 
different countries, by 400 
judges. 

A large part of the Interna- 
tional W ine Challenge ’ s reputa- 
tion comes from the quality and 
experience of its judges. The 
judges (winemakers, merchants 
and writers) came from 1 9 differ- 
ent countries and included a panel 
of 33 Masters ofWine. 260 Gold 
medals were awarded (represent- 
ing 2.8% of the entry). 1,129 
wines won Silver medals (12.1% 
of the total) . The biggest change 
is in the percentage of Bronze 
medals awarded (19.7% of total 
entries) with 1,839 medals, 7% 
up on last year. 


Founders are hoping that 
more than 400,000 visitors a 
year will come to the new mu- 
seum, which was created after 
an agreement between commis- 
sioner Joe Berardo and the Por- 
tuguese Ministry of Culture was 
signed in 2006, and extends over 
a period of 10 years. 

Artistic director Jean-Fran9ois 
Chougnet chose the best out of 
862 masterpieces to inaugurate 
the Museum, integrated in the 


F oundation of Modem and Con- 
temporary Art-Berardo Collec- 
tion and infused with other works 
of art from both private and pub- 
lic entities. On display will be 
248 works form the Berardo col- 
lection out of 450 pieces selected 
from the Foundation of Modem 
and Contemporary Art. 

These include renowned 
works of art by Picasso, Bacon, 
Balthus, and Andy Warhol as well 
as Portuguese artists like Paula 


Rego, Vieira da Silva, Helena 
Almeida, Pedro Cabrita Reis, 
Jorge Molder and Angelo de 
Sousa. 

The Museum’s official open- 
ing, which took place Friday, 
June 22nd, was attended by the 
Prime Minister, followed by its 
opening to the public that evening 
at 21h00, and a party which is 
planned to go on until Tuesday 
morning, including live music and 
fireworks. 


Food authorities raise awareness 
as to summer perils 


Food and Economic Safety 
authority - Autoridade de 
Seguranga Alimentar e 
Econdmica (ASAE) - this 
week drew attention to the ex- 
tra precautions that need to be 
taken when preserving food 
during hot summer months. 

With the aim of avoiding food 
poisoning that increases during 
summer, ASAE spokesperson 
Alexandra Veiga, remindedthe 
nation that “food is easily in- 
fected and soured by bacteria 
that multiplies in heat, putting 


the health of consumers at risk”. 

Amongst other foods, those 
that require extra-special atten- 
tion are cream and milk deriva- 
tives, ham, mayonnaise, eggs, 
meat and fish. According to 
Alexandra Veiga, these foods in 
particular need to avoid reaching 
temperatures of between five and 
60 degrees, which is favorable to 
multiplying bacteria. 

Only putting food on tables at 
the time it is to be eaten is a tip 
that can be applied to most foods. 

Summer food infections are 


one of ASAE’ s main concerns 
at this time of year and have trig- 
gered a series of inspections that 
will routinely be carried out 
throughout the country, namely 
in beach bars and other beach 
food vending infrastructures, in 
restaurants and cafes. 

Summer clothes sales and 
promotions are also to be kept 
under check by the health and 
economy watchdog, so that 
everyone can enjoy their sum- 
mer to the maximum in good 
health and with peace of mind. 
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International schools -Growing inpopularity?

Choosing a school is always a difficult 
decision for parents and prospective 
students, and is even more complicated for 
those who relocate abroad. The Portugal 
News has spent the past week speaking to 
more than a dozen international secondary 
and primary schools across the country to 
get an insight into their views on the status 
of these unique institutions. 


International schools, at least 
here in Portugal, are no longer lim- 
ited to include British pupils 
alone. The findings of our survey 
clearly illustrate that these 
schools are now living up to their 
name, and are increasingly ‘inter- 
national’. 

Many second language English 
students are j oining their English- 
speaking counterparts in choos- 
ing international schools for the 
internationally accepted British 
curricula offered at these schools, 
which are also an excellent launch 
pad to enter universities across 
the globe. 

Many Portuguese students are 
also making the switch from a 


Portuguese education to the Eng- 
lish curriculum most interna- 
tional schools adopt. 

The Portugal News spoke to 
one such student, Ines Correia, 
who had transferred from a Por- 
tuguese school to the Interna- 
tional School in Lagoa, who is 
adamant she made the right deci- 
sion. 

“I am glad I switched from a 
Portuguese school to an Interna- 
tional School because it has dif- 
ferent methods of teaching. In an 
international school you are more 
open to opportunities world- 
wide, by learn different languages 
and because of the universal edu- 
cation you are being taught”, she 


said, adding that she would have 
considered a state school if it were 
her intention to live and work in 
Portugal. 

Most international schools in 
Portugal are literally bursting at 
the seams, and many now have 
extensive waiting lists, due to the 
constant influx of expatriates 
from across the EU coupled with 
the growing number of Portu- 
guese parents willing to make the 
financial sacrifice of putting their 
children in international schools 
in hope of a global education. 

The international schools, 
who responded to questions 
posed by The Portugal News, 
indicate that the largest number 
of their pupils are either British 
or Portuguese. 

Many of the international 
schools have pupils from several 
different cultures, for example 
Vilamoura School has 48 differ- 
ent nationalities in total ! 

The headmaster of the Interna- 
tional School of the Algarve, Mr. 
John Butterworth, explained the 
compilation of nationalities in his 
school “Students here are 50 per- 
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cent British, 50 percent other na- 
tionalities, with Dutch, German, 
French, and Portuguese being the 
next biggest groups, with around 
25 nationalities in all.” 

The survey sent out to inter- 
national schools further found 
that the number of students in 
these international schools 
ranged from forty- three to over a 
thousand. In smaller schools this 
means that the student-to- 
teacher ratio is significantly 
lower. 

At Vale Verde International 
School in the farwestem Algarve, 
the ratio is currently approxi- 
mately one teacher for every four 
students, meaning the school can 
allow a more intimate teaching 
experience forpupils. Whereas in 
bigger international schools the 
ratio is around ten students to 
every one teacher, which is still 
three times under the average at 
state schools. 

Parents must be ready to pay 
to send their children to one of 
these prestigious academies 
though, as student fees range 
from a minimum€3 ,340 for a pri- 
mary education to €17,551 for 
secondary school. 

After leaving these interna- 
tional schools, most students go 
on to great things. 

St. Julian’ s told The Portugal 
News that their most distin- 
guished former pupil is the 


painter Paula Rego. The Carlucci 
American International School of 
Lisbon has also had many suc- 
cessful students attend their 
school including singer/song- 
writer Bryan Adams and former 
sports anchor for CNN and a cur- 
rent presenter on Sport TV, 
Pedro Pinto. 

Most of the international 
schools recalled many ex-stu- 
dents going on to well-established 
universities to finish their educa- 
tion and receive PhDs. Renato 
Costa, the director of Vilamoura 
International School, said that “I 
was visited by a family I hadn’t 
seenforages. They wanted to talk 
with me about their son’s PhD 
and international career. On that 
day, he was giving a lecture in a 
German City.” 

Our survey found that most 
of the schools agreed that Por- 
tugal was becoming a more 
popular place for parents to 
bring up their children, as it is 
regarded as a safe country with 
a wonderful climate and an excel- 
lent quality of life. 

Also, international schools in 
Portugal are flexible, so foreign- 
ers may move to Portugal for a 
short period and then go back to 
their home country with their 
children still maintaining a strong 
education. 

When asked why he thought 
Portugal was becoming a more 


popular place for parents to bring 
up their children, the headmaster 
of St. Julian’ s, David Smith, gave 
an alternative view on the matter. 
“I believe only a handful of our 
ex-pats have chosen this country 
in total independence.” 

“I also see major differences 
between, say. Greater Lisbon and 
the Algarve as places to live. Very 
hard to generalise; different im- 
migrants will have different rea- 
sons - some will have truly re- 
searched Portugal, while others 
are merely escaping from the rat 
race in their own countries. What- 
ever the reason, the presence of 
our schools here will be reassur- 
ing to those planning a move to 
Portugal.” 

The following international 
schools agreed to participate in 
this questionnaire: St. Julian’s, 
St. Dominic’s, CLIP (Colegio- 
Luso Intemacional do Porto),the 
Carlucci International School of 
Lisbon, International School of 
the Algarve, Vilamoura Interna- 
tional School, Vale Verde Inter- 
national School, British School of 
Madeira and the Barlavento Eng- 
lish School.

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Euthanasia -40% of oncologists 
are in favour 


Thirty-nine percent of Portugal’s oncologists defend the legalisation of euthanasia, a 
study by the Oporto University has found. The last major research published on the 
sensitive issue, which was conducted back in 2000 shortly after the Netherlands gave the 
green light to assisted suicide, showed an overwhelming support from the general 
population for euthanasia. 


The latest study on the theme 
is eentred around a thesis by Dr 
Ferraz Gon9alves, entitled, “A 
good death: Ethies at the end of 
life”. 

Dr Gon9alves interviewed five 
hundred oneologists who are 
regularly witness to the suffering 
of terminal patients. 

While more than three hundred 
doetors refused to diselose their 
personal opinions on euthanasia, 
39 pereent of those who an- 
swered, did so in favour of legali- 
sation. 

Oporto University Direetor of 
Ethies and Good Praetiee, Rui 
Nunes said the findings of the 
study are “very disturbing” and 
eonstitute an “alert” as more and 
more doetors are now baeking 
euthanasia. 

Dr Nunes, who is against the 
praetiee, said soeiety and legisla- 
tors should look at ways of revers- 
ing the growing number of doetors 
in favour, espeeially those who 
work with terminal patients and 
whose “opinions should be held 
in the highest regard”. 

He argues that patients are of- 
ten ‘foreed’ into wanting to ter- 
minate their lives due to the envi- 
ronment terminal patients are 
plaeed in. 

“A patient requests euthana- 
sia beeause they are in pain and 
suffering. They are often in an in- 
humane spaee, far from their fami- 
lies”, Dr Nunes explains, adding 


that a more eomfortable environ- 
ment will greatly reduee the in- 
clination of patients to contem- 
plate ending their own lives. 
Currently, says Dr Nunes, only 
around five or six units are 
equipped to deal effectively with 
the terminally ill, a situation 
which he believes will remain 
unchanged, accusing decision 
makers of lacking the will to im- 
prove hospices. 

“It is a theme that is system- 
atically avoided, which is dis- 
turbing. It shows that all of us, 
doctors and politicians included, 
are scared of death”, he stresses, 
while calling on Portugal not to 
follow the Dutch route of “sim- 
ply quitting” and giving in to eu- 
thanasia. 

However, DrNunes concludes 
by saying patients should be al- 
lowed to refuse being connected 
to life support systems “indefi- 
nitely” and have the right to de- 
cline being submitted to life- 
threatening surgery that if suc- 
cessful, will only have limited 
results in improving a patient’s 
quality of life. 

The last major survey on eu- 
thanasia among Portuguese doc- 
tors was conducted back in 2000, 
shortly after the unprecedented 
decision by the Dutch parliament 
to legalise euthanasia. 

The study among local doc- 
tors revealed that 20 percent were 
in favour of ending a person’ s life 


prematurely. 

Despite the reluctance of Por- 
tuguese doctors to express their 
opinions regarding euthanasia, 
one in five said that such an ac- 
tion would be ethical when con- 
ducted under the correct circum- 
stances. 

While 20 percent believed eu- 
thanasia to be an acceptable pro- 
cedure, one in four Portuguese 
doctors also said they would con- 
sent to assisted suicides. 

Nurses were even more in fa- 
vour of the practice of terminat- 
ing life early, with almost a third 
not hesitating to express their 
support. 

Families who had lost a rela- 
tive to a terminal disease also be- 
lieved euthanasia to be common 
practice in Portugal, despite be- 
ing illegal. 

One in six of these family 
members believed that the even- 
tual death of their relatives had 
been “artificially accelerated”. 

The findings of this study, car- 
ried out by Pro Teste/Deco stated 
that around one third of Portu- 
guese medical staff had previ- 
ously been confronted with pa- 
tients’ requests for a premature 
death. 

As far as the greater popula- 
tion was concerned, a surpris- 
ingly highnumber of 6 1 .4 percent 
were in favour of introducing eu- 
thanasia as an option to people 
suffering from terminal illnesses.

Portugal’s pregnant go for 
Guinness 



In a country where the birth rate is falling, it comes as a surprise that a 
new record regarding pregnancies has been set. Last weekend, over 
1,300 pregnant women gathered in Oeiras’s ‘Parque dos Poetas’ to 
break a world record set just last month. 


Despite the dreary weather, 
1,307 women turned up at the 
event which became the largest 
gathering of pregnant women in 
the world. 

The previous record was set 
in May this year, in Johannes- 
burg, South Africa, when 1 , 1 00 
pregnant women grouped up to 
enter the Guinness Book of 
World Records. Nearly twice 
the amount enrolled in Portu- 


gal’s successful attempt, 
though only 1,307 ofthe2,170 
women who had put their name 
on the list actually turned up on 
the day. Still, they were suffi- 
cient in number to break the 
record and a series of activities 
and entertainment was put on 
to celebrate the occasion, 
named by event organisers as 
‘Barrigas de Amor’ - or ‘Love 
Tummies’. 


Firemen from the Oeiras Vol- 
untary Brigade were on hand, 
should their intervention be re- 
quired, though none of the 
women, who sported tummies of 
all sizes, required assistance. 

Inflatable pouffes, breathing 
technique lessons, yoga, and ad- 
vice on new mother’ s post-natal 
adaptation were all put on 
throughout the day, en-masse 
preparation for a unique day.

New study shows huge 
minimum wage disparity 
across Europe 



Currently, 20 of the 27 member states of the EU have national legislation 
setting statutory minimum wages which vary widely. Bulgarians are 
certain of a minimum pay cheque of €92 while at least €1 ,570 per month 
is earned by lowest paid workers in Luxembourg. 


Figures published by EU sta- 
tistics agency Eurostat show that 
Portugal has the tenth highest 
minimum wage in the EU out of 
the 20 countries that enforce 
such legislation. 

Lowest earners work in Bul- 
garia (€92 per month), Romania 
(€ 1 1 4), Latvia (€ 1 72) and Lithua- 
nia (€174). 

The €470 earned by Portu- 
guese is almost a hundred euros 


more than the published official 
minimum wage, but Eurostat cal- 
culated this figure by taking into 
account that workers in Portugal, 
Spain and Greece earn 14 pay 
cheques a year. 

Countries with higher mini- 
mum wages than Portugal include 
Slovenia (€522), Malta (€585), 
Spain (€666) and Greece (€668). 

Countries where minimum 
wages are at least four digits are 


France (€1,254), Belgium 
(€1,259), the Netherlands 
(€1,301), the United Kingdom 
(€1,361), Ireland (€1,403) and 
Luxembourg (€1 ,570). 

For comparison, the federal 
minimum wage in the USA was 
€676 per month in January 2007. 

Proportion of employees re- 
ceiving minimum wages ranged 
from one percent in Spain to 17 
percent in France. 


TAP CEO is new lATAchief 


The International Air Trans- 
port Association (lATA) an- 
nounced recently that TAP Por- 
tugal CEO, Fernando Pinto, has 
begun his one-year term as the 
Chairman of the Association’s 
Board of Governors.

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U.S. estate tax considerations 


Sixty percent of Americans 
die without a Will and only 23% 
have a living Trust. Those who 
do not take the time to consider 
these important documents 
may believe that their property 
will pass to their heirs automati- 
cally. So either they never take 
the time to review legal arrange- 
ments necessary to protect their 
heirs, or else they somehow feel 
that their assets are not enough 
to incur a transfer tax. Truth is 
that most people would rather 
postpone thinking about their 
own demise. 

The Applicable Exclusion 
Amount (AEA) shields estates 
valued below $2,000,000 in 
2007 and2008 from estate taxes. 
The AEA thus protects millions 
of Americans from this onerous 
tax. But Americans offshore 
who have retired comfortably 
may not realize that as citizens 
of the United States the fair mar- 
ket value (and not original cost) 
of their world- wide assets will 
be included in their estate at 
death for tax purposes. They 
would therefore do well to con- 
sider the current value of such 
assets as real estate, stocks,) ew- 
ellery, art and other like prop- 
erty that have likely appreciated 
significantly since being pur- 
chased. Where the fair market 
value of property exceeds the 
AEA, the taxman can take up to 
45% of the remainder estate. 

What therefore can be done? 
Estate planning at any age is 
important but especially as one 
enters his or her twilight years. 
Some potential problems of 
poor estate planning are sug- 
gested in the following situa- 


tions: 

- Mary’s Will left her 
$1,200,000 estate to her son, 
Carlos. Six weeks prior to her 
death, she gave him her shares of 
Exxon stock worth $450,000. 
Mary’s $15,000 basis in the 
stock, which she purchased 40 
years ago, is now Carlos ’basis. If 
he sells the stock, he will have to 
pay capital gains tax on $43 5 ,000 
(450,000- 15,000). Had Mary 
kept the stock until her death, 
Carlos’ basis in the stock would 
have been $450,000 because at 
death, assets receive a stepped-up 
basis to fair market value. Further, 
Mary’s estate would have es- 
caped estate taxation due to the 
$2,000,000 AEA. 

- Doug saved money by writ- 
inghis own Will. He is married to 
Janice and they have three middle- 
aged children. Having heard that 
eachperson can leave $2,000,000 
without paying estate taxes, he 
left that much outright to their 
children, even if Janice survives 
him. Doug’s estate plan succeeds 
in utilizing his tax free amount, 
called the Applicable Exclusion 
Amount, and the property by- 
passes Janice’s estate. But in so 
doing, Doug has unnecessarily 
deniedhertheuse of the property! 
There are plans that use the first 
spouse to die’s AEA by placing 
property in a trust without claim- 
ing a marital deduction on it, allow 
the surviving spouse to use the 
income from the property, and 
not have the property included in 
the survivor’s estate. 

- Jerry suffered a severe stroke 
several months ago. Unable to 
communicate, he is hooked up to 
machines that keep him alive. His 


prognosis is poor. His family re- 
alizes that they should have en- 
couraged Jerry to consult an es- 
tate planner while he was still 
able to express his wishes. Docu- 
ments could have been drafted 
that would have nominated 
someone to manage his wealth 
during his incapacity and would 
have directed the eventual distri- 
bution of his wealth after his 
death. 

- Yolanda was quite elderly 
and suffering the ravages of old 
age when she and her family law- 
yer drafted a simple Will, leav- 
ing her sizeable estate to her hus- 
band, Ian. After her death, Ian, 
who is ill, realizes that, as owner 
ofthe family wealth, estate taxes 
are due after his death. Alas much 
of this tax could have been 
avoided if Y olanda’ s estate plan 
had incorporated a planning de- 
vice known as a bypass trust. 

These situations represent a 
few of the potential problems 
that can occur without adequate 
estate planning. For Am erican 
expatriates, such planning may 
be further complicated by the 
laws applicable in the countries 
wherein they reside. Still, hope 
springs eternal if one considers 
death the essence of life.

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Kosovo 
and the law 



The ratio of foreign soidiers to iocai 
citizens in Kosovo (16,500 NATO 
troops to two miiiion civiiians) is 
siightiy higher than the ratio of 
American soidiers to Iraqi citizens. 
The soidiers in Kosovo are not 
fighting a war, but their presence has 
certainiy been needed to keep one 
from breaking out again — and there 
are pienty of peopie in Kosovo who 
threaten that if they don’t get fuii 
independence soon, there wiii be 
another war anyway. 


During his visit to neighbouring 
Albania earlier this month, 
President George W. Bush 
declared: “At some point, sooner 
rather than later, you ’ ve got to say 
‘Enough is enough — Kosovo is 
independent’.” There was great 
joy in Kosovo (where 90 percent 
of the population are ethnic 
Albanians), but in Moscow there 
were threats of a veto. 

A senior Russian official 
explained that “Kosovo is an 
inviolable part of Serbia and the 
question of its future status can 
be resolved only with the 
agreement of both Belgrade and 
Pristina (Kosovo’s capital).” 
But that will never happen. 

A few months earlier Richard 
Holbrooke, the US diplomat 
who negotiated an end to the war 
in Bosnia in 1995, warned in the 
“Washington Posf’ that 

“Russia’s actions could 
determine whether there is 
another war in Europe. ...If 
Moscow vetoes or delays 
(Kosovo’s independence) the 
Kosovar Albanians will declare 
independence unilaterally. 
Some countries, including the 
United States and many Muslim 
states, would probably 
recognise them, but most of the 
European Union would not. A 
major European crisis would be 
assured. Bloodshed would 
return to the Balkans.” 

The war in Kosovo ended with 
a Serbian withdrawal eight 
years ago, but it didn’t really 
settle anything. Determined to 
stop another genocide of Balkan 
Muslims like the one that 
Serbian strongman Slobodan 
Milosevic had masterminded in 
Bosnia in 1992-95, NATO 
bombed Serbia for eleven weeks 
in 1999, and in the end 
Milosevic pulled Serbian troops 
out of Kosovo. The problem was 



that Kosovo was legally part of 
Serbia, and that NATO ’ s action 
was therefore illegal. 

The only way it could have been 
legal was if the United Nations 
Security Council had agreed that 
there were legal grounds for a 
military intervention, but any 
such motion would have been 
vetoed by Russia and China. So 
the maj or Western powers, with 
the United States in the lead, 
attacked Serbia to prevent the 
genocide they believed was 
impending in Kosovo. That, 
under international law, was an 
unjustifiable act of aggression. 
Many people (including myself) 
supported this act of aggression 
at the time, believing that 
Milosevic had to be stopped and 
that the breach of international 
law could be papered over later. 
It was papered over, in a sense, 
for the UN agreed after the war 
to take responsibility for the 
administration of Kosovo. But 
it was not given independence, 
because that would be just too 
flagrant a violation of the 
international rules. 

The fundamental bargain that 
underpins the United Nations is 
this: every member gives up the 
right to attack other states, and 
in return every state gets a 
guarantee that it will not be 
attacked. The guarantee does 
not say that you will not be 
attacked except if you are a 
tyranny, or are oppressing your 
minorities, or look dangerous to 
your neighbours. It says YOU 
WILL NOT BE ATTACKED. 
No excuses, no exceptions, no 
loopholes that a clever enemy 
could use to justify an attack. 
The priority of the Am erican 
diplomats who drafted the UN 
Charter in 1 945 was to prevent 
another major war. The worst 
war in history had just ended: 60 
million were dead, and nuclear 
weapons had been used. A law 
that bans aggression must be 
universal, protecting both 
“good” countries and “bad” ones 
from attack. So what goes on 
inside a country is the business 
of that country’s government 
alone, as long as it does not harm 
the neighbours. 

It was a brutal rule, made for 
brutally dangerous times. For a 
moment there, in the mid- to late 
1990s, some of us believed that 
the times had got softer and that 
the rules could be modified to 
give vulnerable people and

groups more international 
protection. But we were wrong, 
for the rhetoric that justified an 
attack on Serbia in 1999 was 
then hijacked to justify the 
invasion of Iraq in 2003. The 
slope is too slippery, and we 
have to get back to solid ground. 
That is why Kosovo has 


remained a UN protectorate for 
eight years, rather than gaining 
the independence that the vast 
majority of its people crave: to 
give it independence would be 
to dismantle the sovereign state 
of Serbia by force. For Russians, 
who fear that Kosovo’s 
independence could be used as 


a legal precedent for breaking up 
their own multi-ethnic state, it 
is a red line. 

Yet Kosovo cannot be forced 
back into Serbia, and it cannot 
be left in limbo forever. If the 
UN will not grant it something 
very close to full independence, 
many Kosovars are ready to 


seize it anyway, even if that 
triggers a new war. There are no 
good options left. Indeed, there 
were none from the beginning 
of this miserable tale.

Southern Atlantic nations 
want F aUdands sovereignty 


The two dozen member states 
of the Zone of Peace and Coop- 
eration in the South Atlantic 
(ZPCSA) unanimously ap- 
proved a declaration on Tuesday 
calling for the resumption of talks 
between Argentina and the 
United Kingdom over the sover- 
eignty of the Falkland Islands. 

In a statement released after a 
two-day ministerial summit of the 
ZPCSA in the Angolan capital, 
duringwhichLuanda took over the 
presidency of the organisation, the 
2 1 African and three Latin Ameri- 


can members of the bloc under- 
scored “the need to identify as 
soon as possible a peaceful solu- 
tion for the disputed sovereignty” 
of the Falklands/Malvinas. 

The ZPCSA made its unani- 
mous call for talks between the 
UK and member state Argentina 
on the F alklands despite seven of 
the organisation’ s African mem- 
bers, including South Africa, Ni- 
geria and Gambia, belonging to the 
British Commonwealth. 

The 24- state Southern Atlan- 
tic group also defended indi- 


vidual members’ “inalienable 
right” to develop nuclear research 
and energy programs for “peace- 
ful ends.” 

Created two decades ago by 
the United Nations, the ZPCSA 
has become relatively inactive in 
recent years and the Angolan 
government says it will attempt 
to “revitalise” the organization 
during its leadership of the re- 
gional bloc. Luanda also hopes to 
widen membership of the organi- 
sation in South America from the 
present trio of states. TPN/Lusa 


East Timor President Jose 
Ramos Horta said Tuesday that 
a four-month manhunt for rebel 
leader Maj. Alfredo Reinado is 
being called off to allow negotia- 
tions for the fugitive’s surrender. 

Reading a statement at Dili’s 
presidential palace, Ramos Horta 
said he had decided to cancel po- 
lice and military operations to 
find the renegade former military 
police chief after talks with sen- 
ior Timorese government offi- 
cials, the country’s military 
chief. Brig. Gen. Taur Matan 
Ruak, and the top UnitedNations 
official in Timor, Atul Khare. 

Timor’s attorney general, 
Longuinhos Monteiro, and legal 
representatives of Alfredo 
Reinado will now discuss terms 
for the rebel leader’s surrender 
and handing over of weapons 
under mediation of the country ’ s 
Catholic Church, added Ramos 
Horta.

The Mozambican govern- 
ment sees its relations with 
China as being purely ones of 
mutual “cooperation” and 
does not fear any neo-coloni- 
alism on Beij ing ’ s part, accord- 
ing to Maputo’s finance min- 
ister, Manuel Chang. 

Speaking Sunday on a visit 
to Macao, Chang said :”We 
don’t have any fear. Relations 
with China are not recent and 
go back to the national libera- 
tion struggle. At the moment 
the (ties) are being strength- 
ened and there is nothing to be 
afraid of” 

Acknowledging there are 
doubts in some Maputo cir- 
cles over the “sustainability” 
of Mozambique’s increasing 
debts to China, Chang said the 
Maputo government is only 
approving specific and essen- 
tial Beij ing-funded infrastruc- 
ture projects. 

Beij ing has provided around 
US$ 400 million in loans and 
aid in the past two years alone 
to finance these basic infra- 
structure schemes, crucial to 
Mozambique’s development, 
noted the minister. 

During his visit to the 
former Portuguese-controlled 
Chinese enclave city, Chang 
signed reciprocal accords with 
the Macao government to pre- 
vent double taxation and com- 
bat tax evasion. 

Maputo’s finance minister 
was accompanied on his 
Macau visit by Mozam- 
bique’ s ambassador to Beij ing, 
Antonio Junior, who said the 
African state will launch a pro- 
motional campaign later this 
month in China’s Shenzhen 
Special Economic Zone. 

Mozambique is particularly 
keen to promote itself as a high- 
end tourist destination for 
visitors from China over the 
coming years, said Ambassa- 
dor Junior. TPN/Lusa 


with 50 other inmates from Dili’ s 
main jail where he was being de- 
tained on charges of purported 
involvement in last year’s vio- 
lence in the new nation, in which 
nearly 40 people were killed and 
150,000 forced to abandon their 
homes.

The European Parliament approved a new fisheries partner- 
ship aecord between the European Union and Sao Tome and 
Prineipe, allowing 43 trawlers to use the islands’ territorial wa- 
ters in return for compensation from Brussels of 663,000 euros 
per year.

IMF grants credit, promotes Maputo to new aid 
programme 

The International Monetary Fund, describing Mozambique ’ s 
macro-economic performance as “impressive” and progress in 
fighting poverty as “generally satisfactory”, has granted Maputo 
an additional credit ofUS$2.4 million, or 1 .8 million euros. 

Announced Monday in Washington, the new credit concludes 
and raises to US$ 1 7 . 1 million the sum Mozambique has received 
under the IMF’s Poverty Reduction and Growth Facility. 

The IMF said future aid to Maputo would now come under a 
new programme, the Policy Support Instrument, a move it fore- 
cast would send donors and private investors a “strong sign” in 
relation to the country ’ s positive “economic environment”. TPN/

New private Angolan bank opens 

Banco Angolano deNegocios e Comercio (BANC), anew bank, 
has begun operating in Angola and is seeking to sell up to 40% of 
its capital to an international partner, company sources have said. 

BANC, with initial share capital ofUS$ 5 million, is negotiat- 
ing with an Angolan financial group to boost its equity, the bank’ s 
chairman, Rui Fraga, told Lusa. 

Talks with possible overseas partners are also taking place, 
added Fraga, after Macau casino tycoon Stanley Ho ’ s Geocapital 
company withdrew from a deal at the last minute. 

Last IniJonesian governor of East Timor dies 

Abilio Osorio Soares, the last governor of East Timor during 
Indonesia’ s occupation of the half-island territory, has died after 
a long illness, family sources said. 

Soares, 60, died Sunday in Kupang, West Timor, and will be 
buried Tuesday in the city’s “heroes’ cemetery” on orders from 
the Jakarta authorities, family sources told Lusa. 

The former civil governor of East T imor was the first person to 
be convictedby an ad-hoc Jakarta court of offences connected to 
T imor’ s bloody breakaway from Indonesian rule in 1 999 . He was 
cleared on appeal after serving just four months of his prison sen- 
tence. 

Two charged with double murder of Italian 
tourists in Cape Verde 

Two Cape V erde men have been charged with murdering a pair 
of Italian women on the holiday island of Sal earlier this year and 
will stand trial next month, officials said. 

One of the two alleged killers, identifiedby Praia’s Public Min- 
istry as Sandro do Rosario, has also been charged with raping one 
of the victims, who were both reportedly buried on a surfing beach 
after being bludgeoned with rocks . 

An autopsy on one of the women killed in the Feb. 8 attack 
revealed she had probably been buried alive. A third suspect to 
the double murder, found to not have taken part in the killing, has 
been charged with theft of articles from the victims. 

In April, a third Italian women died in the archipelago after being 
fatally beaten by her Cape V erdean boyfriend. Cape V erde is be- 
coming increasingly popular as a destination for Italian visitors 
and tourist operators from that county are developing several 
major holiday complexes in the islands. TPN/Lusa

Anim als freed from street life 


Since the beginning of 2007 
nearly 140animalshavebeenres- 
cued by the Sao Francisco de 
Assis Foundation, saved from 
life on the streets and, mostly, re- 
homed with anew loving family. 

Manuel Ferreira Andrade, 
head of the foundation’ s admin- 
istrative board and a councilor for 
Cascais City Hall explained how 
the foundation takes in animals 
from the streets of Cascais to 
avoid the animals being put 


down, and follows a thorough re- 
homing process. 

“The animal is only handed over 
to a new home after we meet the 
family, and we try to accompany 
the handover even after free adop- 
tion, by offering medical and vet- 
erinary care and support”. 

This year alone the founda- 
tion, which will soon be opening 
a new establishment in 
Zambujeiro, has re-homed 85 
dogs and 54 cats. Since its found- 


ing in 200 1 , it has taken care of 
and subsequently found new 
families for 997 dogs and 527 
cats, figures that Manuel F erreira 
Andrade considers ‘satisfac- 
tory’, but still not sufficient to 
quash a need. 

At present 150 animals remain 
in the foundation’ s care, ready for 
adoption. 

Around 200 private members, 
as well as substantial grants from 
the City Hall, financially sup- 


port the welfare of the animals at 
the Funda 9 ao Sao Francisco de 
Assis. 

Revenue from the new shop, 
which sells animal accessories, 
hygiene products, and food, also 
contributes to their maintenance 
and care . An animal hotel, as well 
as a cremation and transportation 
service is also available. 

The shop is open Monday to 
Friday, from lOhOO- 12h00 and 
14h00-17h00. 


Stray bullet startles taxi driver 

A taxi driver waiting for customers at Lisbon airport’s departures area got the fright of his life when a 
stray bullet bounced off his windscreen. The driver escaped unharmed, though where the bullet came 
from remains a mystery. 



It was around lunch time and 
business was slow, the fifty- 
five year old taxi driver 
Eduardo Vrea, explained. He 
has been a taxi driver for more 
than 30 years, and says he was 
seated in his taxi waiting for 
customers when the incident 
happened. 

A loud noise described as be- 
ing “similar to a stone hitting 
glass” caused a number of driv- 
ers to gather round Eduardo ’ s 
Mercedes. One of his col- 


leagues picked up a bullet from 
close by the vehicle. 

Initially unaware of what had 
happened, it was a fellow taxi 
driver who pointed out someone 
had fired a bullet at the taxi. 

“I was fortunate that the bul- 
let didn’t go through the glass,” 
said Eduardo. 

Once recovered from the 
fright, Eduardo took the bullet to 
the airport’s police station. De- 
spite officers patrolling the air- 
port, no one except a handful of 


taxi drivers had witnessed the 
incident. An investigation to de- 
termine the source of the bullet 
was immediately launched. 
Moulds of the windscreen and of 
the bullet were made, and the air- 
port’ s video surveillance system 
is currently being analyzed. 

It was recently confirmed that 
the bullet was of a 9mm military 
caliber. 

Therefore it has been sug- 
gested that the bullet was pos- 
sibly fired by military troops 


from the nearby Figo Maduro 
military airfield, who practice 
in scrubland between the two 
airports. 

Last year Arlindo Cardoso, 
mayor of the Camarate Junta de 
Freguesia confirmed that 
troops did fire shots in the area 
when aircraft took off from Lis- 
bon airport to muffle the noise, 
but they “do not shoot at air- 
craft”. Other theories suggest 
the stray bullet may have come 
from the airport’s roof.

Manoel’s Jazz Club; the 


legacy of a local legend

M anoel’s Jazz club in 
Monte Carvoeiro is the 
epitome of a 
musieian’ s haunt. Underground, 
dark and mysterious, it was 
established in 1985 by Manuel 
Guerreiro, otherwise known as 
‘Manuel do Jazz’. Manuel is a 
loeal legend, a eharaeter that goes 
hand-in-hand with Portuguese 
jazz history. 

Manoel’s Jazz Club was the 
first venue in the region to be to- 
tally dedieated to jazz. 

Enhaneed by the magie of the 
picturesque square in which it is 
located, at its peak it was r/ze place 
to be seen; a venue where the clos- 
ing hours depended solely on how 
the night ’ s entertainment was go- 
ing and where everyone was wel- 
comed like a long-lost friend. 

Once an exclusive hang-out for 
the international Jet-Set holiday- 
ing in the area, over the years the 
club became a ‘home from home ’ 
for local musicians and jazz lov- 
ers, who would take refuge in its 
confines and indulge in im- 
promptu jam sessions. 

Manuel Guerreiro was himself 
a talented jazz musician, one of 
Europe’s most prominent and 
sought-after saxophonists. 

Bom in Portimao in 1932 his 
saw him rise from busking 
on the streets of Lisbon to play- 
ing in some of the capital ’ s trendi- 
He made appearances 
on TV and later travelled through 
Morocco, Tunisia, Italy, France 
and Spain, where he became as 
popular as in Portugal, before re- 
turning to settle in the Algarve in 
1969. In his heyday, as he trav-

but it is really very well worth 
a visit. There is good parking 
around the recently-remodelled 
spacious centre where you will 
see one or two interesting old 
buildings adorned with white 
storks’ nests and the large 
turismo with very helpful staff. 
This tourist information centre 
also combines as being a centre 
for exhibiting the interesting 
crafts of the region, three of 
which are found only in this 
vicinity. 

Many of you will have seen the 
unique terracotta pottery of this 
Alto Alentejo region that is 
lavishly decorated with very 
small shiny white marble or 
quartz chippings, beautiful 
work but very time-consuming 
to achieve. The lace-like floral 
designs very reminiscent of 
those that decorate the 
wonderful silk embroidered 
bed-spreads from Castelo 
Branco that is situated some 
fifty kilometres to the north east 
- see Lusofile of September 17* 
2005. 

The second 

handicraft of the 
region is the 
exacting felt 
applique work. 

We visited 

several ladies in 
their workshop 
that is situated 
within easy walking distance of 
the turismo. Here they make 
anything from elaborate 
tablecloths to small felt

coasters. Initially a piece of felt 
is covered with a second piece 
of a contrasting colour with a 
paper pattern on top. This is 
then very carefully machined in 
place before the paper is tom 
away. Next, ladies with very 
sharp scissors cut around the 
machined design to remove the 
unwanted felt leaving the 
beautiful design. This is very 
exacting and tiring work as one 
false ‘snip’ and the pattern is 
mined! 

Thirdly and perhaps the most 
beautiful of Portuguese 
needlework you will see the 
alinhavados also typical of the 
Nisa region. This is beautiful 
work that is traditionally white 
and like the previous handcraft 
extremely demanding and 
exhausting with intricate 
embroidery that also 
incorporates a delightful open 
design. Besides the previous 
three mentioned there are 
examples of renda de bilro - 
bobbin lace sometimes known 
as pillow or 
bone lace - 
colourful 
embroidery with 
complex floral 
designs and 
several other 
crafts. 

Nisa is situated 
in a region that 
has its roots going back to 
prehistoric times as can be seen 
by the number of Neolithic 
monuments that are found in 


constructed to protect the 
populace from danger. 

This historic centre is entered 
by the Porta da Vila and you 
are suddenly transported into a 
different era with the narrow 
streets and three 
storey houses a 
dramatic 
contrast from 
the wide open 
spaces of the 
‘outer town’. 

Here you will 
find the parish 
church, Igreja 
Matrix de Nossa 
Senhora da Graca from the 1 8* 
century, the Fonte do Frade 
from 1726, the 16* century 
Capela de Misericdrdia and the 
very unusual pillory again from 
the 18* century. This has the 
armillary sphere at its top with 
a sword crowning this and also 
some of the iron manacles. The 
only other pillory that we have 
seen with an upraised sword is 
in Vila do Conde where it is 
brandished by hand as a further 
deterrent to criminals! 
Continuing our journey towards 
the Tejo river we passed 


This stretch of the N1 8 is tmly 
magnificent as you are driving 
down through wooded hillsides 
and typical Mediterranean type 
scrubland with cistus and 
lavender predominating, but in 
spring the 
hillsides are 
covered with a 
very fine yellow 
form of the 
Angels’ Tears 
Narcissus - 
Narcissus 
triandus - that 
over recent years 
has benefited 
from the potash produced from 
fires that raged through this 
area some six or seven years 
ago. Not only do you get the 
beautiful flora but also 
splendid glimpses of the Tejo 
below. 

After passing through Vila 
Velha de Rodao you take the 
well signed, steepish upward 
road to rejoin the IP2 after 
having had a truly scenic 
experience with the 
exploration of an interesting 
town and a well deserved 
coffee break en route\

For many Nisa is probably known only from seeing the name on a map when touring the country 
or perhaps from perusing the large selection of Portuguese cheeses on display in the 
supermarkets as Nisa cheese made from sheep’s milk is a product that is well renowned and is 
designated as DOP -Denominagao de Origem Protegida (Protected Designation of Origin). This is 
a cured cheese that like the majority of Portuguese sheep cheeses is coagulated with an infusion 
made from cardo the Cardoon Thistle - Cynara cardunculus. Therefore, if you are a vegetarian 
look out for this ingredient in the list that is displayed in the small print on most cheeses, not only 
the ones produced from ewes’ milk.

Why we need the House 
of Lords 

SIR, Once again, the House of 
Lords has managed to throw out 
a Bill that should never have got 
on to the Statute Book in the first 
place. 

Namely, Tory MP David 


MacLean’ s controversial Bill to 
exempt MPs from the Freedom 
of Information Act. This would 
have denied constituents the right 
to see how much their MP was 
spending on travel expenses and 
other allowances. 

What is so worrying is that 
nearly 100 MPs voted in favour 
of this Bill. What is it about their 
taxpayer- funded expenses they 
are not willing to share openly? 

W e commend the 25 MPs who 
had the courage to oppose the Bill, 
also the entire House of Lords, not 
one of whom - and only one was 
needed- was interested in spon- 
soring what Lord McNally, Lib 
Dem leader in the Lords, called a 
‘squalid little bill.’ We totally 
agree with his sentiments: ‘We are 
happy that this Bill will not be- 
come law. It speaks volumes that 
no member of the House of Lords 
was prepared to support this leg- 
islation. ’ 

Long may the House of Lords 
exist in its present form to over- 
ride the self-interest of politicians 
and continue to uphold the prin- 
ciples of honesty and integrity as 
well as using good old common 
sense.

An open letter: 

New EU-treaty is bad for 
smaller member states. We 
need a Europe of the citizens 

SIR, The German Presidency 
is aiming to take decisions about 
a new Treaty in a few days time. 
This will end the “period of re- 
flection” that started after France 
and the Netherlands rej ected the 
Constitutional Treaty. In the 
Netherlands, this period of reflec- 
tion has hardly been used and the 
Dutch government is now taking 
a position that does not reflect the 
general public opinion. There- 
fore, the outcome would likely be 
rej ected yet again if a second ref- 
erendum were held, which is 
wanted by a large maj ority of the 
population, but opposed by the 
government. 

By contrast, another kind of 
treaty that would reflect the main 
concerns of the Dutch people, 
may also be in the interest of other 
small Member States like Portu- 
gal, and probably of every Euro- 
pean citizen. 

Public opinion in the Nether- 
lands is much more pro-Euro- 
pean than many may think after 
the rej ection of the Constitution. 
The maj or reason the Treaty was 
rejected is because people feel 
they have lost control over Eu- 
ropean decision making. And 
rightly so: when analysing the 
decision-making process one 
cannot but conclude that in a 
Union of 27, smaller member 
states, including the Netherlands, 
have little to say. The power is 
concentrated with the larger 
member states. 

The Union’ s institutions were 
originally designed for a commu- 
nity of six. 

Decision making takes place 
through representatives of the 
Member States. 

With six Member States this 
posed no major problem: when 


there are six around the table, eve- 
ryone could express his views 
and would have had some influ- 
ence. Even with 9, 1 2 or 1 5 mem- 
ber states, each Member State 
could have a say. But with 27, this 
is impossible. Powerwillthusbe 
concentrated with the four or six 
larger Member States that are 
likely to make compromises 
amongst themselves. 

The extension to 27 Member 
States effectively comes down to 
a regime change and produces a 
European Union that is quite dif- 
ferent from the one we used to 
know. This is one of the main rea- 
sons why the Dutch people are 
not comfortable with the current 
European Union. As citizens of 
a smaller Member State they re- 
alise they no longer influence the 
making of decisions. 

A key solution would be to 
make European decision making 
much more democratic and ac- 
countable. This does not mean 
yielding more power to the Un- 
ion, but only making sure that the 
power the Union already has, 
becomes accountable. We should 
move from the Europe of the 
capitals - where small Member 
States have nothing to say - to the 
Europe of the citizens, where the 
view of each individual citizen is 
taken equally into account. 

An important feature would 
be giving more powers to the 
European Parliament - but the 
European Parliament itself 
would have to be modified. 

Many people currently feel 
disaffected by the European Par- 
liament. One of the reasons is that 
it is elected by national elections, 
which makes the European Par- 
liament an element of the Europe 
of the capitals. This has two con- 
sequences: the larger Member 
States have more influence and 
people can no longer follow what 
happens with their vote. In the 
Netherlands you can vote for one 
of the 27 delegates among a Par- 
liament of 785. But unlike in 
Dutch national elections, it is al-

most impossible to follow what 
happens after. 

This would be different if peo- 
ple could vote for a European 
Parliament that is electedby pro- 
portional representation and 
Europe-wide lists: the same 
party and - in principle - the same 
candidates wouldbe eligible in all 
member states. For instance, 
there would be a European social- 
ist, liberal or conservative party. 
Thus, one could vote for an elec- 
tion program and a top candidate 
that is recognisable to all Euro- 
pean citizens. Of course, one 
would be able to vote for a fellow- 
countryman on that list, but his/ 
her position in the European Par- 
liament wouldbe muchmore rec- 
ognisable. The political debate 
would be held on a Europe-wide 
scale and each citizen would be 
able to influence it directly 
through his vote. 

In electing the European Par- 
liament through Europe-wide 
elections, the view of the Euro- 
peans would be clearly ex- 
pressed. Citizens of smaller 
Member States would have an 
influence on European decision 
making, which they do not have 
now. But also citizens of larger 
Member States would benefit 


from a more accountable and 
democratic European Union. 
Citizens would be able to influ- 
ence European decision making 
directly, without their views be- 
ing filtered by national politicians 
or civil servants. 

Of course, one cannot change 
the election system entirely at 
once. But electing half of the seats 
in the European Parliament 
through Europe-wide elections 
wouldbe feasible. If this would 
be achieved in the next Treaty, 
this would be truly in the inter- 
est of the citizens of small mem- 
ber states, including the Dutch. 
The obj ective the Dutch govern- 
ment is currently pursuing - a big- 
ger say for national parliaments - 
is obviously without any signifi- 
cance. It would only complicate 
decision making needlessly. 

It is in the interest of the Dutch 
citizens - and citizens of other 
smaller Member States - to aim 
at a Europe of the citizens. But 
the way things are going now, the 
Dutch people will probably have 
to reject the result yet again.

the requests, with the excep- 
tion of perhaps the Alfredo da 
Costa Maternity” in central 
Lisbon. 

Another problem being 
faced by hospitals is that most 
doctors are refusing to perform 
VTPs. At the Santa Maria 
Hospital, one of the country ’ s 
largest, more than 80 percent 
of doctors have already told 
the administration that they 
will not be answering calls to 
assist in performing abortions 
for reasons other than those 
covered by previous legisla- 
tion, such as health reasons, 
rape or mal-formation of the 
foetus. 

A similar percentage of doc- 
tors at other Lisbon hospitals 
and in Oporto have requested 
leave fromperforming VTPs. 

Even flyers printed by the 
health ministry aimed at ex- 
plained procedures to VTP can- 
didates have not arrived at hos- 
pital consulting rooms. 

Furthermore, the law also 
allows women to select the hos- 
pital at which they would like 
to undergo a VTP. A situation 
which administrators feel will 
place an additional strain on 
their capacity to provide the 
service. 


However, private hospitals 
across the country have indi- 
cated they are ready to step in 
and satisfy the demand for 
VTPs. 

In the Greater Lisbon Area, 
six private clinics have already 
lodged the necessary paper- 
work that will enable them to 
perform VTPs. 

While there is some uncer- 
tainty as to the licensing pri- 
vate hospitals require in order 
to accommodate women wish- 
ing to terminate their pregnan- 
cies, a private hospital in 
Portimao says it is ready to an- 
swer VTP requests. 

A spokesperson for the Hos- 
pital Particular do Algarve 
(HP A) explained to The Por- 
tugal News: “We can carry out 
the operation on the same day”, 
adding: “Psychological assist- 
ance is also provided before and 
afterwards.” 

HPA also admitted that 
many of its doctors are resist- 
ing the new law, and “around 
half’ have said they would not 
conduct a VTP. 

The hospital charges around 
€800 to perform a VTP, a figure 
similar to that which is being 
asked at other private venues 
across the country.

Dr Moalem, 32, says: “I’ve 
lookedbehind conventional wis- 
dom on illness and disease and 
found that genetic and cultural 
differences have led our bodies to 
find different and unique ways of 
reacting to our environment. 

“It’s also become clear that 
many of the simple impulses we 
never question - like needing to 
urinate more in cold weather - 
may have originated when we 
battled to survive an ice age thou- 
sands of years ago.” 

Take a health check and find 
the answers to questions that 
you wouldn’t ask your GP. 

Do sunglasses cause 
sunburn? 

Your skin colour changes 
when you are exposed to the sun, 
because it encourages your body 
to produce more melanin, a skin 
pigment from the pituitary gland. 


Melanin prevents your skin from 
absorbing harmful ultra-violet 
light, which can bum the skin. 

But the pituitary gland only 
knows how much melanin to 
make from the signals it gets from 
the eye. If the eye says it’ s sunny, 
the pituitary gland goes into over- 
drive. But if you wear sunglasses 
the gland is fooled, less melanin 
is produced and sunburn can re- 
sult. Dr Moalem believes this 
may explain the soaring rates of 
deadly skin cancer, like melano- 
mas, in affluent countries. 

Why do we pee when 
we’re cold? 

Most of us, when we’re ex- 
posed to the cold for a long time, 
need to go to the loo. Dr Moalem 
says it’s a natural response to 
stop the body from freezing. Uri- 
nating a lot is a fast way of keep- 
ing internal water levels low and 
leaves a higher concentration of 
sugar in the water which remains 
in the body. 

Sugar acts as an ‘ antifreeze ’, re- 
sulting in the freezing point of the 
human body being much lower 
than it would be otherwise. This 
way of controlling blood sugar 
levels could have been a genetic 
mutation allowing our ancestors 
to survive ice snaps. 

Does the weather affect 
cholesterol? 

Dr Moalem believes choles- 


terol levels can go up in the win- 
ter by as much as 30%, and de- 
crease because of sun exposure in 
the summer. He urges doctors to 
be aware of this when testing 
people’s levels, as poor results 
can lead to them being put on 
cholesterol-beating medication or 
health regimes. 

Those who live in Northern 
Europe and the UK are more 
likely to have the gene predis- 
posing them to high cholesterol, 
because of a colder climate and 
lack of sun. Dr Moalem says we 
need cholesterol to trigger the 
production of Vitamin D, vital in 
warding off infections and can- 
cer. The other source of Vitamin 
D is the sun, but when that’ s lack- 
ing the body produces more cho- 
lesterol to increase our natural 
level of the vitamin. 

Can sun lotion hurtyour 
bones? 

This is another link to Vitamin 
D, which is vital for healthy 
bones - if levels are low people 
can develop osteoporosis and 
children can get rickets. Ultravio- 
let B rays, strongest when the 
sun’s overhead, help the body 
convert cholesterol to Vitamin D. 

Suntan lotion blocks UVB, so 
the body doesn’t create as much 
VitaminD, and Dr Moalem points 
out that in Australia the intensive 
suncream campaign slashed skin 
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50-year-old Portuguese lady, 
spoken and written English, with

cancer rates, but sent Vitamin D 
deficiency rates soaring. 

Why can someone’s smell 
turn us on? 

Someone’s natural scent is 
part of their attraction, but it’ s all 
to do with arather unromantic rea- 
son - disease. An alluring smell is 
a sign that your loved one has an 
immune system that’s different 
from your own. Combining the 
two improves your potential 
children’ s chances of survival, be- 
cause they will have double the 
power to fight off disease and 
infection. 

Why do we go to work with 
a cold? 

Diseases are programmed to 
reproduce and infect new hosts. 
Some are carried by other crea- 
tures like malaria-bearing mos- 
quitoes. Others, like cholera, 
travel through water, but the 
common cold just needs close 
contact with others to spread. 

If the illness left you too ill to 
move you ’ d stay at home and not 
mix with people, meaning the 
disease couldn’t be passed onto 
new victims. Instead, Moalem 
says, it makes you sick enough 
to sneeze and cough, but well 
enough to go to work or school. 
Why are greeks hairier 
than africans? 

Thick hair on arms and legs 
may originally have protected 
people against mosquitoes carry- 
ing malaria. In Africa, with its 
intense heat, thick body hair 


would have been a disadvantage 
and people evolved having less 
and less. Thickest body hair is 
found where malaria is common 
and not too hot - the Mediterra- 
nean. 

How do sexuai diseases 
spread so easiiy? 

Researchers are discovering 
that many diseases can affect be- 
haviour, and it’s thought that 
STDs (sexually transmitted dis- 
eases) may influence sexual activ- 
ity. Herpes is one that may 
heighten sexual feeling because it 
can make the area itchy and in- 
crease awareness of it. That’ s li- 
able to increase a desire for sex 
that the vims welcomes, as it’s 
programmed to survive and re- 
produce, and this increases the 
likelihood of being passed on. 
Why do certain races get 
drunk more easily than 
europeans? 

In Europe in ancient times 
people purified water through 
fermentation to make beer, and 
the alcohol in that process killed 
microbes. In the Far East, people 
purified boiling water only to 
make tea, so did not build up a tol- 
erance to alcohol. Unlike Europe- 
ans, they do not produce an en- 
zyme that breaks down acetalde- 
hyde, the first by-product of al- 
cohol, into a less harmful acetate. 
This means East Asians suffer 
more from the toxic effect of the 
chemical.

You could have heard a pin drop. Six of us sat in an open, game 
reserve Land Rover in the African bush, parked on sloping 
grassland facing a belt of bungalow-high trees and shrubs and the 
only sound was the ticking of a cooling engine. 


Our ranger, an Afrikaner with 
a wrestler’ s shoulders, kept a fin- 
ger to her lips. We didn’t argue 
with her. 

Suddenly came ripping and 
tearing noises, crunching and 


creaking from the green haven 
slightly below us. The few hairs 
left on the back of my neckreally 
did stand up. 

Trees shook and parted and 
then right in front of us was a huge 


female elephant, matriarchal 
head of a following tribe of six in 
descending size to the baby of the 
family. Our collective sigh of awe 
was punctuated only by clicks 
of cameras in sweaty palms. 

Kariega Game Reserve in East- 
ern Cape, South Africa was our 
first foray on land from the the 
aptly named cruise ship Spirit of 
Adventure, on a voyage to un- 
lock mysteries of the dark conti- 
nent. 

At the risk of sounding 
wimpish, the idea of exploring 
Africa from a five- star ‘floating 
hotel’ hadbeen rather appealing. 

Let it not be said I am a timid 
person - cautious maybe, cer- 
tainly about health and leonine 
dangers. But sailing into port, 
exploring ashore by day, and re- 
turning to our ship at night 
sounded ideal - and it was. 

Our route took in South Af- 
rica, both its outstanding beauty 
and hidden crime dangers; Mo- 
zambique, racked by civil war 
and recently ravaged by cyclone, 
flood, and poverty; the piratical 
trading lands of Zanzibar Island 
in Eastern Tanzania; and on to 



Mombasa, Kenya via Mayotte 
in the Comoros Islands north of 
Madagascar. 

We saw elephants and lions, 
giraffes and white rhinos, smelled 
things unimaginable, saw amaz- 
ing vistas, met the poor and very 
posh, and felt we were walking 
the wild side in the best and saf- 
est way - from a smallish ship, 
wrapped in acquired knowledge 
and cared for by experts. 

So it was that we embarked on 
Saga’ s Spirit of Adventure for an 
exploration of Africa from a five- 
star ‘floating hotel’, packed 
largely with couples of a certain 
age but all refusing to lie down 
and roll over. 

Ahead lay 4,3 50 kilometres of 


ing winds and somewhat chal- 
lenging in the middle of the cy- 
clone season, but with a very real 
sense of ‘family’ and familiarity. 

These modem, or modernised, 
ships - big or small - have sophis- 
ticated communications and ad- 
vance weather warning systems 
and captains are smart at nippy 
diversions to avoid discomfort to 
passengers. 

Things you can’t and 
shouldn’t avoid include yellow 
fever injections (£40/€60 each at 
your local surgery) for certain 
parts of Africa and malaria tab- 
lets (£2.20/€3.26 eachMalarone 
tablet - but it pays to take the 
best). 

On the other hand we did avoid 


most of the worst storm to hit the 
coastal city of Durban for 25 
years, swamping seafronts, dam- 
aging restaurants and closing the 
airport. 

Captain Martin Breen, a gen- 
tle giant of an Irishman who ac- 
tually sounded like Bob Geldof 
on the ship’s tannoy, decided to 
outmn the worsening weather 
and we fled north on a rather 
bumpy ride. 

We tried twice in the next 24 
hours to reach the safer haven of 
Richard’s Bay further up the 
coast but the closed port ordered 
us to clear the area. 

Day three finally saw us 
moored peacefully in Maputo, 
capital of Mozambique, where a 







the east coast of Africa with on- 
shore day trips - on an elegant 
floating home with good food, 
good folk and a sound night’s 
sleep without mosquitoes. 

The crew, without exception, 
and the food, were first-class. 
Here was a floating culinary or- 
chestra conducted by executive 
chef George Streeter from that 
county of exemplary eating -

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changed itinerary allowed a two- 
day stay. There was time to en- 
joy guest leeturers, ineluding 
former ITN war reporter Mike 
Nicholson and international wa- 
tereolour artist Jaekie Devereux, 
who held onboard workshops. 

It was also an opportunity to 
j oumey eross-eountry in hastily 
arranged transport to the Kruger 
National Park, after long border 
erossing delays. We saw hippos 
and elephants again, and sa- 
voured a never-to-be-repeated 
lunch of kudu (antelope) stew, 
after running the gauntlet of un- 
believable eorrugated iron and 
reed suburban slums where thou- 
sands live with nothing. 

Amazingly some of these grim 
areas spawn early-morning 
eroeodiles of ehildren, smart and 
neat in their sehool uniforms, 
ready to elimb the ladder of edu- 
eation with hope and a smile. 

We sailed evernorthandnearer 
the equator to the Mozambique 
port of Beira where we were the 
seeond ever eruise ship to visit. 

The bustling port aets as a 
gateway for land-loeked coun- 
tries ineluding Zimbabwe, Zam- 
bia and Malawi. Most ships tied 
up were Chinese freighters. 

The squalor in parts matehed 
that of Maputo. But locals, 
warned of our arrival, produeed 
an eeo-friendly weleome. 

Youngsters had been em- 
ployed to make bamboo fans for 
passengers using the vehieles 
hired for tours. They didn’thave 
soft seats, but local merchants 
had supplied foam, and women 
had made eushions for the pas- 
sengers to sit on. 

As eaeh passenger boarded, 
they got a white neeklaee made 
fromserap paper pulp, produced 
by young people on a UN aid 
programme. 

We sailed that night over 
ealmer seas towards historie 
Mozambique Island - onee the 
eapital and now a UNESCO 
World Heritage site - where most 
folk still live in reed houses. Our 
anehorage was two and half kilo- 
metres offshore because of sand- 
banks and we reaehed this boil- 
ing tropieal hot-spot in rubber 
boats, running up onto a beach 
because the jetty had eollapsed. 

Not atrip for the faint-hearted 
but the ‘grey navy’ was up for it 
- running the gauntlet of neek- 
laee-selling loeals in dugout ea- 
noes and rewarded on the return 
by a show from playful dolphins 


eriss-erossing our wake. Very 
exeiting. 

The French island of Mayotte 
in the Comoros followed. A beau- 
tiful plaee ringedby exotie reefs, 
where giant fruit bats fly through 
the eanopy of trees and poreu- 
pines roast on barbeques. 

And finally, wafted by winds 
from the Arabian peninsular, 
eame Zanzibar - lying in a natu- 
ral harbour and a trading post 
sinee the 8th eentury, still fasei- 
nating and once the main slave 
entrepot on the eastern eoast of 
Afriea, trading over 50,000 slaves 
annually. 

We ehose an away day to snor- 
kel on the reef - mueh superior I 
thought than the better known 
Grand Cayman and Bonaire sites 
in the Caribbean - with a eray- 
fish barbeque on a little sandy 
island, eooked by the very 
laidbaek erew of our transport, an 
Arab dhow. Dolphins eireled the

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Frozen peas: Pea soup with crispy 
prosciutto and ricotta toasts 

Cook one chopped onion in 40 grams (11/2 ounces) of sizzling 
butter for two to three minutes. Add 465 grams (one pound/three 
cups) frozen peas and one litre (35 fluid ounces/four cups) chicken 
stock and boil for 1 0 minutes. Pour into a food processor and blend 
for one minute until smooth and return to a clean saucepan. Taste for 
seasoning and leave on a low heat. 

Heat a splash of olive oil in a frying pan and cook four to six slices 
of prosciutto in the hot oil for two minutes each side, so they brown 
and crisp. Remove from the pan. Toast four slices of sourdough until 
golden, and thickly spread three tablespoons ricotta on each slice. 
Crumble the prosciutto over the soup and serve with the toasts. 

Curry powder: Chicken curry 

Have your oven hot and ready at 180C/350F/Gas 4. Cut a whole 
chicken into 1 0 to 1 2 pieces. Combine three tablespoons plain flour 
and three tablespoons curry powder in a bowl and toss the chicken 
pieces around in the mix to coat them all over. 

Heat a few splashes of vegetable oil in a heavy-based casserole dish 
and cook the chicken in batches for three to four minutes, turning 
often, so they sizzle and turn golden in the oil. 

Pour off all but one tablespoon of oil from the pot and stir one 
chopped onion and two chopped garlic cloves in the spicy oil for 
two to three minutes, so the onion sizzles and turns golden. Return 
the chicken to the pan with 500 millilitres (17 fluid ounces/two cups) 
chicken stock and one chopped carrot. 

Bring to the boil and cook in the oven, uncovered for 50 minutes. 
Stir through 130 grams (4 3/4 ounces/one cup) peas (defrosted if using 
frozen) and return to the oven for 10 minutes. Serve with rice and 
warm naan bread. 

Mozzarella: Tomato, pesto and mozzarella 

pizza (Serves one) 

Have your oven hot and ready at 220C/425F/Gas 7. Spread one 
tablespoon good-quality pesto on a small, round pitta bread and top 
with one sliced tomato and six thin slices of mozzarella. Grind over 
some black pepper and place on a tray and into the oven for 1 0 min- 
utes. Top with some basil or spinach and a drizzle of olive oil.

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The sky’s the limit for roof gardens 



It’s a sign of the times that roof gardens made their debut at this 
year’s Cheisea Fiower Show, as increasingiy peopie are 
searching for much needed green space in urban areas. 


If you live in the eity and think 
you may have a sustainable roof 
spaee, there are three Ws to con- 
sider, says Andrew Duff, direc- 
tor of the garden design faculty 
at the Inchbald School of Design 
in London. 

“The first ‘ W’ is weight. Make 
sure you can walk on the roof. 
You may not be able to put 
heavy pots on it, so before you 
can consider a roof garden you 
should consult a structural engi- 
neer, or if you are in the process 
of buying the property you can 
involve that in the survey. 

“If you are in a flat, find out 
whether you actually own the 
roof where you want to put the 
garden. It may be owned by the 
residents of the flat below.” 

If you can’t put much weight 
on the roof, sedum matting is a 
good way to green it up, he says. 
It’s evergreen, stores water in the 
leaves and is succulent, and 
should only need watering dur- 
ing drought. Most of the time it 
will absorb enough water from 


the atmosphere and rainfall to 
survive. 

There’s no need to add ferti- 
liser or extra topsoil because 
these plants are conditioned to 
live in poor soils. 

The second ‘W’ is water, as 
any roof is exposed to the ele- 
ments. “Y ou need to think about 
a water system because the roof 
is so exposed and water will just 
evaporate,” says Duff. “Think 
about how you can recycle wa- 
ter off the roof and consider what 
plants will survive in dry con- 
ditions. Ornamental grasses 
such as Stipa arundinacea 
(pheasant’s tail grass) do well.” 

The third ‘W’ is wind. 

“Wind is a huge issue on 
roofs,” says Duff. “You need to 
source plants which will grow 
in really exposed sites. Small 
varieties of pampas grass are 
ideal. Think about planting a 
windbreak, something which is 
flexible and doesn’t mind get- 
ting battered by the wind. But 
again you need to plan ahead for 


weight of growth. Is a fully- 
grown plant going to be too 
heavy for the roof?” 

If you can put pots on your 
roof, choose plants which will 
withstand a lot of exposure, such 
as those which grow well on the 
coast. Look for those with small, 
tough, leathery leaves or grey 
foliage. 

Ideally place heavy contain- 
ers near load-bearing walls, or 
over a load-bearing beam or 
joist. As containers will dry out 
rapidly in the excess heat and 
wind, attempt to provide quite a 
deep container. 

If using small containers use 
those made of non-porous ma- 
terials such as plastic, metal or 
fibreglass to reduce potential 
moisture loss. The container 
should also be lightweight, and 
drainage should be optimum. 

Peat-based or peat substitute 
composts are more lightweight 
than loam-based materials, and 
can be lightened further still if 
required by adding material 


such as perlite. Bear in mind 
however that adding additional 
drainage materials will increase 
many plants’ water demands. 

Three 
ways to... 

Brighten up a shady 
spot 

1 . Paint your walls white 
to reflect light, even if it re- 
ceives no direct sun at all. 

2. Use white or bright- 
coloured pots to brighten a 
shady patio. Glazed 
terracotta is easy to keep 
clean. 

3. If a tree is shading the 
spot, lift the canopy of the 
tree by cutting out some 
lower branches to allow 
light through. Removing 
lower branches may allow 
any underplanted perenni- 
als to receive enough light 
to flower. 


Large plants should be well an- 
chored to stop them from blow- 
ing over. 

Duff adds: “A roof is there to 


guide the water away from the 
building. Don’t block the path 
of the water.”

Three ways to... 

Boost alternative lawns 

1 . If you are growing a thyme lawn, choose species such as 
Thymus serpyllum and T. polytrichus, rather than varieties 
which are upright in growth and whose stems are more brittle 
and vulnerable to damage when walked on. 

2. Don’t use weedkiller on chamomile or thyme lawns. Weeds 
should be pulled out by hand. 

3. If you don’t intend to walk on your alternative lawn you 
have more choice of plants that naturally form cushions, such 
as ajuga, armeria, aubrieta, calluna, helianthemum, 
lithospermum, saxifraga and dianthus.

Shoulder straps: “Straps 
should fit closely to the body 
without cutting in, and lift the 
breasts so that they sit on the 
chest wall, and stay in place 
when you raise your arms above 
your head,” Dean says. 

Cups: Dean says that cups 
should be filled by the breast 
without any areas of loose fab- 
ric, or any breast bulging out of 
the side or top, and also be high at 
the sides to cover the breast. 

Wires and bands: “Wires 
should fit flat on the breast bone 
and support the underneath and 
side of the breast without digging 
in or gaping,” Dean advises. 

“And front and back bands 
should lie close to the body and 
be the same level at the front and 
back.” 

Be breast aware 

You can help yourself by 
checking your breasts on a regu- 
lar basis, and looking out for the 
following changes: a lump or 
thickening that is different to the 
rest of the breast tissue; continu- 
ous pain in one part of the breast 
or armpit; one breast becomes 
larger or lower; a nipple becomes 
inverted or changes shape or posi- 
tion; skin changes including puck- 
ering or dimpling; swelling under 
the armpit or around the collarbone; 
arash on or around thenipple; and 
discharge from one orbothnipples. 
If you do feel uncomfortable or 
anxious about anything, you may 
find it helpful to discuss your wor- 
ries with a doctor or nurse, or staff 
at a Well Woman clinic.

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Part-time parenting 


With more part-time dads and stepfathers around today than ever, 
we ask the experts how non-traditionai father figures can do the best 
for themseives and their chiidren. 


In these days of divoree, sepa- 
ration and remarriage, the 'tradi- 
tional' family of a married mum 
and dad with 2.4 ehildren is no 
longer the norm. 

Figures suggest that at least 

one in three ehil- 

dren will experi- 
enee parental 
separation before 
the age of 16, and 
as mothers are 
usually the resi- 
dent parents, that 
equates to a lot of 
part-time dads. 

And as well as 
those part-time 
dads, the faet that 
separated parents 
usually move on 
to new relation- 
ships means that 
there are also a 
growing number 
of stepfathers. 

The most rapidly 
growing family 
type is the 
stepfamily, and 
it's thought that one in eight ehil- 
dren are now living in sueh fami- 
lies. In faet, if s estimated that by 
2010 there'll be more 
stepfamilies than birth families. 

Both stepdads and non-resi- 
dent dads eelebrated Father's 


Day, but many experieneed a few 
problems as well says John 
Davies, ehief exeeutive of the 
eampaign group Families Need 
Fathers.

that fathers have a role to play, 
but we have to learn how to do 
that when families are separated, 
as there can be a lot of problems. 

"The idea of a childhaving two 
homes still hasn't really caught 
on, but for a lot of children that's

the reality of their lives, and in 
the vast majority of cases the fa- 
ther isn't the resident parent." 

What that creates, he says, is 
pressure on the part-time dad to 
make use of every second with 

his child. 

Problems can 
stem from non- 
resident parents 
not having a 
home big 
enough for the 
kids to stay in, 
leading to the 
so-called 
'McDonald's 
Dads' who 
spend time with 
their kids in fast 
food restau- 
rants, bowling 
alleys and the 
like. 

"The biggest 
tragedy is when 
parents move a 
long way away 
from each other, 
when the dads 
can't be there for the children. 
The kids can feel very deserted. " 

But it can be quite the oppo- 
site, he says, if children have a 
part-time dad and a stepdad. 

"It can be brilliant or it can be 
a disaster. Extended families can 
mean more love and support for 
the children. 

"There can be jealousy be- 
tween the two men, but what the 
children need to know is that eve- 
rybody loves them." 

But non-resident dads can 
sometimes lose sight of that 
need because they are so deter- 
mined to make the time they 
spend with their children spe- 
cial, says child psychologist Ri- 
chard Wolfson. 

"If dads believe specialness 
is linked to how much they 
spend and how exciting it is, 
then they're creating a problem 
for themselves. 

"Specialness should just be 
spending time with them, car- 


ing for them and showing them 
love. Shoving money at them 
isn't the way to do it. 

"It doesn't mean dads have to 
sit in a bare room having a deep 
and meaningful discussion with 
them, they just need to give 
them time." 

Wolfson acknowledges that 
some part-time dads feel they 
have to spend as much money 
as they can on their kids to ap- 
pease their guilt about not see- 
ing them very often. 

He warns: "The bigger the 
present, the bigger the smile on 
the child's face, but it's only 
meaningful if if s based on a good 
emotional connection between 
them." 

And he stresses that where a 


child has a biological dad and a 
stepdad, the men need to under- 
stand that they are both impor- 
tant to the child. 

"Real dads can feel threatened 
by the stepfather, as he's mak- 
ing decisions in the child's life 


and spending time with them. 

"But the child can sustain 
both relationships, and benefit 
from both. These dads need to 
put their own insecurities on a 
back burner for the sake of the 
child." Lisa Salmon

A: Asthma UK research fel- 
low Dr Seif Shaheen, of Impe- 
rial College, London, who has 
just completed a study into the 
effect of fruit intake on asthma 
symptoms, says: "We studied 
more than 2,000 children, and 
were surprised we didn't show 
an association with eating ap- 
ples and a reduction in wheez- 
ing, since we've found that 
asthma is less common in adults 
who eat apples frequently. But 
there was a good association 
when children drank apple juice 
from concentrate daily. They 
were about half as likely to re- 
port wheezing as others who 
only drank it occasionally. 

"Apple juice is a potent source 
of protective antioxidants, and 
with juice made from 
trate you're going to get more 
them, so that could be the 


pie explanation. 

"It's important to say that 
this shows an association, but 
it wasn't a trial. We can't say 
this proves concentrated apple 
juice reduces asthma symp- 
toms - our data suggests an 
association with drinking it 
and a reduction in wheezing, 
the principal symptom of 
asthma, but there needs to be 
a trial. That's on the agenda, 
we're very keen to do one. 

"If parents want to know if 
they should give their children 
apple juice, there's no harm in 
it and there's quite a lot of evi- 
dence that fruit and vegetables 
in the diet can really make a 
difference to children."

What steps should be taken to protect 
animals when the sun is out and the 
temperatures rise? 


1) Check your pets regu- 
larly for ticks and grass seeds, 
early action can prevent discom- 
fort and possible veterinary in- 
volvement. Grass seeds are 
nasty and can get into the eyes 
and ears of your pet, as well as 
into their pads. They can cause 
the animal to violently shake its 
head if one has lodged itself in the 
ear, so check carefully if your pet 
shows these signs. Ticks can be 
prevented by using a Scalibor 
collar along with Frontline spot- 
on or Advocate combined with 
the Scalibor collar: Advantix for 
3 months and then Frontline 
Combo for 3 months combined 
with Stronghold. If you find a 
tick attached the removal with 
the O T om T ick Removal (T ick 
Twister) is the best method, to 
prevent it’ s mouthpart being left 
behind. 

2) Dogs can soon overheat, 
they pant in order to control 
their temperature because they 
do not perspire.. Excessive pant- 
ing, drooling and restlessness are 
signs that they may be having 
problems. Provide cools shaded 
areas for them to sleep. If they 
are too hot wrap a cool, damp 
towel around them. Veterinarian 
involvement will be required if 
symptoms persisit. There are re- 
flective coats available - Cool- 
ers - that can protect dogs with 
thin coats or dogs that are prone 
to overheating. 

3) Provide plenty of clean, 
fresh water. This should be 
changed at least daily to prevent 
bacterial and algae growth. 

4) DO NOT LEAVE 
YOUR DOG IN A CAR on 
warm days. Cars can act as ov- 
ens and heat up very quickly 
even with the window open. 
Parking in the shade cannot guar- 
antee protection as the shade 
will move when the sun moves. 
If you see a dog locked in a car on 
a hot day then do not hesitate to 
get help. It is kinder to leave 
your dogs at home where it is 
cool. If you go out for long peri- 
ods - consider fencing an area 
securely, making sure that ad- 


equate - all day - shade is avail- 
able. 

5) Don’t tie your dog up 
outside as they may become tan- 
gles up and not be able to get into 
the shade. 

6) Protect your dogs and 
cats noses and ears - especially 
white cats and dogs - with sun- 
screen. They are available espe- 
cially formulated for pets. 

7) Try to limit exercising 
your dog in the middle of the day 
because they can overheat. 

8) Keep an eye out for bees 
and wasps. These usually attack 
noses, paws and ears. Some ani- 
mals, like humans, can have an 
allergic reaction to stings, so 
prompt veterinary intervention 
is necessary if this it the case. 
Bees have an acid sting, so once 
the sting has been removed, the 
area needs to be bathed with bi- 
carbonate of soda. Wasps do not 
leave their sting and have an al- 
kali sting, these should be bathed 
with vinegar. 

9) Watch out for snakes! 
Dogs and cats can easily disturb 
a sunbathing snake. Hopefully, 
once disturbed, the snake will 
slither away but if your pet is 
bitten then get them to a vet. 

10) Dispose of uneaten 
food, and wash out bowls, as 
soon as the pet has finished eat- 
ing. Uneaten food that is left on 
warm days, is a magnet for flies 
and other insects. Dried foods 
appear less attractive to flies and 
insects. 

11) When you take your pet 
out, make sure you take plenty 
ofwater with you, and stop your 
pet drinking out of stagnant 
puddles and ponds. 

12) Protect your dogs eyes 
from the sun. Dogs with long fa- 
cial fur need to keep a visor of 
fur to cover their eyes. Dog sun- 
glasses (DOGGLES) are avail- 
able. Exposure to strong sun can 
cause corneal and cataract prob- 
lems.

Watch out for grass seeds 

Noticeably over the last month or so the long grass has seeded 
and dried. We have been caught out this year, our grass was cut 
after seeding and one of our poor dogs got a grass seed in her paw 
and needed veterinary help to get it out. Thankfully, with the help 
of Kirsten Peters, she is now recovered. 

There are many different kinds of grasses, that have seeds of a 
particular shape that allows them to stick to various surfaces and 
others that not only stick, but can actually invade into the tissue of 
an animal’ s body. It is the long sharp pointed type of seed that has 
minute barbs like a tiny arrow head that only allow it to move for- 
ward through the body tissue that cause the problems. These seeds 
can enter the nose, get between the eye and eyelids, be found be- 
tween the toes, or make their way into the gums, ears, toes, or other 
parts of an animal’ s body. The seed can get caught in the coat and 
works its way down to and then though the skin. Once it is under 
the skin the body tries to eliminate it and pus is formed that can 
swell into an abscess. Sometimes the entry hole can heal over leav- 
ing no clue to the source of the problem. 

Pets may react differently depending upon the number, loca- 
tion, and shape of the seed. Hair: If large seeds are in the hair be- 
hind the ears of a dog, there may be no sign of a problem other than 
matted hair. Ear: A seed in the ear canal may cause the pet to shake 
his head, scratch at the ear, rub his ear on the floor, or hold his head 
at a slightly tilted angle. Eye: A seed between the eye and the eye- 
lid may cause the eye to become red and inflamed, sometimes with 
discharge or tears. An ulcer of the cornea could result and possibly 
lead to vision loss. Nose: A seed in the nose may cause the animal 
to sneeze, paw at the nose, and may result in some nasal discharge. 
Skin: A pet may chew at an area where seeds have become attached 
on the skin, and one or more of the following may occur: The pet 
maybe able to remove the seeds. The seeds may become attached 
to the gums, tongue, and mouth. The seeds may be swallowed. If 
swallowed, they may stick to the back of the throat near the ton- 
sils and cause inflammation and swelling. Pets with seeds in this 
area may cough, retch, or gag, and have difficulty eating and swal- 
lowing. The seeds burrow deeper into the skin. If this occurs, 
swelling, abscesses, and open draining sores may result. Lungs 
and other organs: Seeds canbe accidentally inhaled or migrate from 
the skin into the chest and enter the lung where they can cause very 
serious life-threatening abscesses. They can also penetrate into 
the abdominal organs. Seeds may also migrate to areas near the 
spine, where they can cause considerable damage. When internal 
organs or the spine are affected, apetmaybecome very ill, not eat, 
and develop a fever. The pet may also have obvious problems such 
as vomiting or difficulty breathing. How to protect your pet: 

Pets, who spend more time outside are at most risk of having 
problems caused by seeds. Ifpossible, preventyourpet fromrun- 
ning through areas of tall grass, or grass that is obviously seeding. 
Protective vests that cover the chest and abdomen and dog boots 
for the paws are commercially available. Clipping long-haired pets 
who go outside at this time of year can also help. 

When returning from a walk, groom your dog immediately and 
remove any seeds. Check closely between the toes, in the ears, and 
in the “armpits” and groin areas, since these are common places to 
find seeds. If you find a seed, try removing it with a pair of tweez- 
ers or your fingers. If you cannot remove the seed, contact your 
veterinarian as soon as possible, since it will only become more 
deeply buried and harder to take out. Once seeds become buried, 
either in the skin, mouth, or other places, it is often very difficult 
to find them, and often requires surgery. The entry point may or 
may not be visible, and it is often difficult to find the tiny seed 
itself, especially if it has migrated several centimetres. Having to 
make several different incisions in an attempt to find the seed is 
often necessary, and there may be more than one seed. Some ani- 
mals have had to be placed on antibiotics or antifungal medications 
for very long periods of time due to infections caused by plant 
seeds. 

Preventyourpet from chewing on grasses that have seed heads. 
Ifyou think your pet may have eaten grass and is having problems 
such as coughing or gagging, again, contactyour veterinarian as soon 
as possible. Keep a close eye on your pets ifyou live or walk your 
pets in grassy areas. Constant monitoring is the best policy and if 
you do suspect a problem then contact your vet. Maisie started 
by chewing at her feet. She is a bearded collie, and has lots of fur 
between her pads and very furry feet. I keep her clipped short from 
March until October, and try and check her paws regularly. Once 
she started chewing her feet, I washed them in a saline solution and 
tried to check for any foreign bodies, and then decided that it was 
best to get her checked by the vet, who was able to investigate fur- 
ther and located a grass seed inside her paw. Numerous vets have 
warned us, of the grass seeds being a very common problem at the 
moment. So fore warned is fore armed.

Benfica 
shares soar 
after 

takeover bid 

Portuguese stock market 
regulator (CMVM) said this 
week it will approve all 
transfers of players by 
Benfica during the takeover 
bid by billionaire fan of the 
club and businessman Joe 
Berardo. 

By Wednesday, the previ- 
ously-ailing shares of the club 
that ended third in the league be- 
hind EC Porto and Sporting had 
risen by 22 percent to a value of 
€4.40 a share. 

The surge in share price came 
after the CMVM told Metalgest, 
the company which Joe Berardo 
owns, to up its bid from 60 per- 
cent of Benfica’ s shares to 85 per- 
cent. 

Metalgest is proposing €3.50 
per B share. 

Metalgest already owns 5,29 1 
B shares and wants to control at 
least 50.01 percent of those 
shares, which equates to about 30 
percent of Benfica’ s share capi- 
tal. 

Benfica has an estimated 33 
percent free-float, with about 67 
percent in the hands of the club 
and individual investors.
